THE FOREIGN OFFICE AND 
THE FAR EAST. 


Ow the 12th of Jast month in the 
House of Lords, Viscount ‘lempletown 
asked the Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs whether any of theofficials 
employed in the Far Eastern depart- 
ment of the Foreign Office, and, if so, 
which, had at any time served in 
China, Japan, or His Majesty’s colonies 
in the Far East, and what was the 
nature of those services. This was an 
eminently reasonable question, and 
Lord Templetown might have quoted 
Kipling’s pregnant line: “ What ean 
they know of England who only Eng- 
land know? 

Lord Lansdowne’ reply was exactly 
what might be expected from a Down- 
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ing Street official, swathed from head 
to foot with red tape, though hardly 
from a statesman who has been in his 
time Governor-General of Canada aud 
of India, He began by saying:— 
“My Lofds, in answer to my noble 
friend, I have to say that none of the 
officials employed in the Far Eastern 
Department of the Foreign Office 
have served cither in China or Japan, 
or His Majesty's Colonies in the Far 
Enst. I do not think I misinterpret 
the purport of my noble friend's 
question when I say it is apparently 
intended to suggest that there must 
be something very imperfect in the 
organisation of the Foreign Office, 
when the Far Eastern Department 
does not contain officials having the 
experience to which my noble friend’s 
question points, The idea which he 
Suggests is an attractive one, but I 
doubt whether he has considered how 
very difficult it would be to giveeffect 
to it in practice. You might, I sup- 
pose, whenever troublesome questions 
arose in various parts of the world, 
call in to the Foreign Office the best 
expert that you could find, having 
experience of that particular part of 
the world, but I do not think your 
Ambassadors or Ministers would be 
very grateful to you if at such a 
time you took away from them their 
right-hand men and called then 
up to serve in the Foreign Office. 
His lordship went on to say that there 
was another plan which might be 
adopted, that it should be arranged 
that in each Department of the Foreign 
Office there should be officials who 
have passed a certain part of their 


career in that part of the world with ; 


which each Department of the Foreign 
Office is particularly concerned. ‘To 
the simple-minded man in the street 
this seems a remarkably reasonable 
suggestion, but it is condemned by 

rd Lansdowne on the remarkable 
ground that “it would lead to a con- 
tinual repatriation of our diplomatists, 
followed by a corresponding expatria~ 
tion of Foreign Office clerks, and the 
dislocation that would arise would be 
very inconvenient to all concerned.” 
Asa matter of fact, nothing could be 
better than thai our diplomatists 
should go home more often—and this, 
we know, was felt and carried out by 





Sir Ernest Satow when he was in| 


Japan—but this is not so much what 
is required as that men on the Consular 
staff who have given proofs of their 
grasp and ability should be taken 
into the Foreign Office from time to 
time before finally retiring, to assist the 
heads of department with their local 
knowledge. Lord Lansdowne went 
‘on to explain how the Foreign Office 
gets its information now. 

*But, my Lords, I am very far indeed 
from underrating the necessity of 
having recourse to ie, ation, of 
persons possessing _loca'ly-acquire 
knowledge, and T think T ought to 
say in the first place that the adviser 
to whom the Secretary of State

naturally looks for local experience is 
the Minister or the Ambassador at 
the head of the Embassy or Legation 
in connection with which any parti- 
cular difficulty may have arisen. I 
should be very sorry to admit 
particularly in these days when the 
Foreign Office is in constant com- 
munication by the telegraph wire 
with its representatives abroad, that 
we should go behind the backs of 
those representatives and rely on 
experts called in ad hoc to advise the 
Foreign Office.” 

It is obvious that a great deal of! 
time as well as expense in telegraphing 
for information would be saved if the 
Foreign Office had men 01 the spot 
with local knowledge. Lord Lans- 
downe appears to have rea'ised this to 
a certain extent, for after saying that 
he should be very sorry to admit that 
he took the advice of experts on the 
spot, he flatly contradicted himself by 
making the very admission which he 
said wou'd cause.him so much pain, 
He went on to say:—* We make it 
our invariable rule, so far as possible, 
to call into our couucils any person 
possessing the local experience who 
may be available at the time. At this 
pariicular moment, when we have 
exiremely difficult uegotia'ions—no 
doubt my nobe friend has in his mind 
roceedings in China—we have had 
he advantage of calling into our coun- 
cils several geutlemen eminently qua- 
lified to give us advice. We had, 
for example, a gentleman iu this 
couutry, Sir Claude Macdonald, 
whose name I need only mention to 
conviuee my noble friend that we 
could not have a more expert, and a 
better qualified adviser than he is; 
we have also in this country Mr. 
Cockburn, who was for some time Chi- 
nese Secretary at Peking, who came 
home invalided after the siege of the 
Legations. Amongst other gentle- 
men who have been in this country 
within the last few months are Mr. 
Brenan, Consul-General of Shanghai, 
Mr. Hopkins, the Corisul at Chefoo. 
I may also mention Mr. Jordan, our 
Minister in Corea, who was for a very 
long time employed at the Peking 
Legation. Besides these official per- 
sons, we are constantly in the habit 
of keeping in communication with 
the mercantile and financial associa- 
tions interested in the affairs of the 
Far East. We have been in touch 
with the Hongkong and Shanghai 
| Bank, the China Association, the re- 
| presentatives of which have been, I 
tam glad to say, always ready to im- 
part to us the valuable knowledge 
| which they possess.” 

Here is altogether a very fine 
list of advisers, and it would be 
| interesting to know if Mr. Cock- 
| burn repeated his conviction that 
the Empress Dowager of China is 
“amiable unto weakness,” and how 
much attention was paid to Mr. 
Brenan’s representations. Lord Lans- 
downe concluded by saying :—“I 








think I have said enough to show my 
noble friend that we do not differ 
from him in principle, although we 
are not able to agree with what I 
understood to be his suggestion as to. 
the best means of acquiring the advice 
of those local experts to whose opinions 
he, as we do, attaches very great 
importance.” 

‘Viscount Templetown was naturally 
dissatisfied with Lord Lansdowne’s 
explanation, and mentioned his inten- 
tion of bringing the matter up 
again. We should have expected 
that Lord Lansdowne would have 
realised the advantage it would be 
to him to have some-one per- 
manently in the Foreign Office to 
whom he could turn for information, 
without having to look up some con- 
sular or diplomatic official who 
happens to be home on leave, or to 
send out to the Hongkong Bank 
or the China Association or the 
“Times” office, for enlightenment. 
Of course, a Secretary of State when 
questioned in Parliament cannot 
admit that his department is not 
perfect, but we should not be 
surprised if this discussion in 
the House of Lords leads to the 
employment in the Foreign Office of 
some-one with a personal knowledge 
of the Far East.

The wording of the Protocol, which 
gives the whole results of the negotiations, 
has now been Gnally agreed upon by the 
foreign Ministers. It is expected that it 
will be signed by both the Ministers and 
Chinese Plenipotentiaries in a few days.

NEWS FROM EUROPE: 

In Wilhelmshaven to day a large first- 
class battleship of the Wittelsbach type 
was launched and christened by the King 
of Wartemberg Schwaben. The King 
delivered a speech in which ho laid stress

We commence this week the publica- 
tion of a very interesting series of papers 
on the Boxers by the Rev. John Ross of 
Moukden. 

We learn from Moukden under date the 
Sth inst. that the banditti who were 
hatrying the south-east of Manchuria have 
surrendered to, or been dispersed among 
the mountains by, the Russian force that 
was sent against them from Moukdeo. 

We have received from the ‘Shanghai 
Mercury” Office a copy of the secoud 
edition of “The Boxer Rising,” a well 
printed octavo volume of 181 pages, bound 
in blue cloth. It is not a connected 
narrative, but a collection of papers, 
correspondence, ete., reprinted from the

edition is called for, it should be supplied 
with an index. 

‘Tue Rev. E. J. Hardy, M.A., chaplain 
to the forces at Hongkong, author of 
“How to be Happy though Married,” 
“The Love Affairs of some Famous Men,” 
and other popular books, arrived at Shang- 
hai on Sunday on his way from a visit to 
Tentsin and Peking and returned to 
Hongkong in the P. M. S. Peru yesterday 
afternoon. 

Ir is with very deep regret that we have 
to announce that news has been received 
by wire of the death of Mr. Charles James 
Holliday at theage of 54. Charlie Holliday 
was one of those genial, straightforward 
men, whom it is the fashion ‘of the day to 
call “magnetic,” who make friends of all 
who come in contact with them ; and he 
was « staunch friend too. Withal he was 
a keen man of businiess, and he made his 
mark in Shanghai as a citizen, able and 
hardworking—but this is an attribute of 
the Holidays. He entirely reorganised 
the police force, thie modern system being 
his creation. fle took a keen interest in 
the stage and was justly known as the 
Augustus Harris of the Far East. Like 
his brothers he was a mainstay of the 
volunteer force here, and a Grst-class 
commander. In fact, he was a good fellow 
all round, having been in his time champion 
of the amateur middle-weights. Shanghai 
owes a great deal to men of the stamp of 
Charlie Holliday. Those who saw him 
here on his last visit were shocked at the 
change in him, while they could not but 
admire the pluck and good humour with 
which he bore his infirmity. R.LP.

The new Nippon Yusen Kaisha steamer 
Kaga Maru, which came into dock here 
early this morning, brings a report of one 
of the most remarkable feats in the marine 
engineering line ever. performed on the 
high seas.

‘he propeller shaft was placed in posi- 
tion withoat great difficulty, but the swell 
of the ocean and crude appliances at hand 
made the task of shipping the huge screw 
almost impossible. Repeated attempts 
only resulied in failure, until finally, Wy 
the skipper’s orders, the two opposite 
blades were cut off.

“THE KOREA REVIEW.” |

Purrine aside the instalment of 
twenty pages of the History of Corea, 
the most interesting part of the July 
issue of the “ Korea Review” is the 
News Calendar, which comprises eight 
pages of notes and news from the 
peninsula which, having ceased to be 
the vassal of China, is being fought 
for, so far only diplomatically, by 
Russia and Japan. ‘The first note in 
the News Calendar tells of more 
trouble between the people and the 
Roman Catholic adherents in an 
island off Chulla Province. As the 
Editor says: “ Of course it is impos- 
sible to get an unbiassed account of 
the matter. It is one of many charges 
which have been made, and which 
the radical antagonism between 
Christianity and Confucianism, in 
spite of some few superficial simi- 
larities, might lead us to expect.” It 
seems to have been expected in Seoul 
that M. Pavloff would be the successor 
of M. de Giers at Peking, and the 
Editor of the “ Korea Review ” points 
out that “the intimate knowledge 
which he must have acquired of 
Corean affairs, will doubtless be of 
marked advantage to him in his new 
post.” The scholars of Corea, we learn, 


are proposing to set up a_ tablet 
on the: top of » mountain called 
Oda, to commemorate the dis- 


tinguished achievements of the pre- 
sent reign. It is a curious thing 
that with all the weakness of the 
Emperor, and the corruption of the 
Court and Government, Corea has 
made wonderful progress in the last 
quarter of a century. 

‘There is a paragraph on the French 
loan ‘that is worth reprinting. “As 
yet there is nothing definite to report 
concerning the French loan. Many 
believe that the terms of the loan are 
not advantageous enough to attract 
the requisite capital; in other words 
that the Yunnan company or syndi- 
cate negotiated the terms of the loan 
without knowing beforehand just 
where the money was to come from. 
Others believe that the loan will be 
carried through successfully. We 
can hardly give credence to the 
report that the syndicate has secured 
$650,000 of the total amount,and that 
one-half of it goes to the syndicate 
as commission, and the rest to a few 
Coreans who have been active in 
pushing the matter through. If 
true, it means of course that all the 
money will be forthcoming, for the 
syndicate could not receive the 
$325,000 commission unless the whole | 
matter were carried through to a 
successful termination.” Of course 
not. The promotion of Dr. Allen 
to be U.S. Minister is noted with 
satisfaction, and it is mentioned 
that there are altogether nearly! 





17,000 Japanese in the treaty 
ports. The dispatch of troops and 
tiger hunters to repel the Chinese 
bandits who had crossed the Yalu is 
noted, as also the drought in the 
three central western provinces, which 
is causing great uneasiness.

Now they are con- 
gregating at Kirin, and they ask the 
people ‘of Samsu to subscribe 4,000 
ounces of silver to the cause.” Their 
request being neglected and them- 
selves attacked and repulsed, they 
retaliated by raiding the town of 
Posungi and burning a number of 
houses there and at other points. 
With the view of bringing rain, 
several bags of nickels and a number 
of pigs were thrown into the Han 
river. ‘These measures do not ap- 
pear to have been successful, and 
accordingly the export of rice was 
prohibited, a step which has already 
caused some trouble with Japan. 
“There can be no fear,” we are told, 
“ofan actual famine in Corea, forthere 
is enough rice in the country to tide 
over one yenr’s failure of crop. Be- 
sides which, the enormous barley 
crop that has just been harvested 
would go far towards preventing any 
serious shortage. Of course in such 
a country as this there are always 
some who live on the verge of starva- 
tion. 
will be deaths from starvation, but 
there appears to be no danger of a 
genuine famine.” It is noted that all 
the difficulties in the way of provid- 
ing Seoul with a system of water- 
works have been overcome, and the 
lighting of the capital by electricity 
is making rapid progress. China 
has long ago been surpassed by 
Japan ; it is now being surpassed by 
the despised Hermit Kingdom. Fin- 
ally we read—and we have only had 
room for a portion of the news that 
appears in this section of the “Re- 
view”—that the construction of the 
Seoul-Fusan railway is being begun.

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THE SHIPPING TRADE OF 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

Ith August. 
«J TELL you, gentlemen,” says the 
hero of Louis Becke’s brilliant story 
“Yorke the Adventurer,” “that ail 
shipowners are alike, at least I never 
ran across any that showed much 
consideration for anyone else’s wel- 
fare, Nine out of every ten will 
work the soul out of their ship- 
masters and officers, who, when they 
grow too old to go tosea, are chucked 
out into the gutter to die of poverty, 
unless they have laid by a nest-egg 
for their old age.” This, of course, 
is a most notable exaggeration, but 
there is no doubt that those who 
plough the sea, either as owners or 





afloat, are as inveterate grumblers as | P 


those who plough the land, and like a 
vast number, of people, they neverare 
but always to be blest. Such thoughts 
as these inevitably occur after read- 
ing the'latest issue of Messrs. H. E. 
Mass & Co’s Steamship Circular. 
Shipowners, as we all know, have 
been enjoying halcyon times, but it 
seems that the time for grumbling 
has returned. Messrs. H. E. Moss 
& Co. begin by saying: “Since we 
issued our last Circular, a great 
change has taken place in the ship- 
ping trade, and the change has been 
of an unfavourable nature. Ship- 
owners up to last autumn had en- 
joyed three very prosperous years” 
—the very time when they were 
grumbling that the high price 
of coal was eating up all their 
profits—“but about November last 
freights commenced to fall and have 
since continued to do so. Whether 
this depression is to be of a tempo- 
rary character, or whether it is only 
the commencement of a long period 
of bad times for shipping, it is im- 
possible to predict with any degree 
of certainty.” 

This depression cannot have been 
ofa very serious character, or ship- 
owners are very sanguine and short- 
sighted people, for shipbuilding in 
the United ‘Kingdom goes merrily on, 
A good many shipowners are like the 
Directors of the P. & O. Company, 


who in the same breath announce | ¥' 


that they are building new steamers 
themselves, and complain of the 
indecent anxiety of rival ship- 
owners to increase their fleets. 
“The year 1901,” Messrs. Moss teli 
us, “commenced with 1,269,919 tons 
of merchant shipping being under 
construction in the United Kingdom, 
as against at the corresponding period 
of 1900, 1,306,751 tons, and against 
at the corresponding period of 1899, 
1,401,087 tons; but during the first 
three months of the present year a 
number of contracts had been placed 
with builders, as on March 31st, 1901, 
the tonnage under construction was 
1,303,116 tons, as against at the cor- 
responding period of 1900, 1,260,422 
tons, If we seek the reason for the 
increased tonnage under construction 


on 3ist March last, we think that it 
is to be found in the fact that the 
large Companies and Lines (which, 
owing to the high prices ruling last 
year, had deferred placing their orders 
for boats which they absolutely re- 
quired for carrying on their services) 
took advantage of the reduction in 
prices which shipbuilders showed 
themselves willing to make, and made 
contracts for a considerable amount 
of tonnage.” 

Many shipowners took advantage 
ofthe very low prices ruling some 
two years ago to increase their fleets 
beyond their actual requirements at 
the moment, while others had to 
pay the increased rate which fol- 
lowed the great advance tn the 
rice of materials which naturally 
followed the depression. There has 
now been another decline in the 
price of shipbuilding materials; the 
circular before us says: “Ship- 
builders were enabled to accept lower 
prices by the large reduction in the 
price of steel, prices of ship plates 
falling from, say, £8 to £6 per ton, 
and they were doubtless further in- 
duced to do so by an anxiety to 
look ahead, so as to ensure having 
work for their yards during the dull 
time they naturally anticipated 
would follow the ‘depression in 
freights. Prices for new vessels may 
be said to have reached their highest 
point last August, and we should say 
that, at the present time, orders can 
readily be placed at a reduction of 
ten per cent from the prices that 
were then ruling.” 

The economy gained by the use 
of big steamers with all modern 
improvements makes shipowners 
constantly anxious to get rid of 
their smaller and more expen- 
sive vessels; and there are some 
shipowners, like the Hamburg- 
America line, who make it a 
rule to renew their fleets long 
before their vessels become obsolete. 
This accounts for the large number 
of second-hand steamers that are 
constantly on the market, and we 
learn that a fair number have found 
buyers since the beginning of the 

“the owners having shown a 
willingness to meet the market, and 
accept lower prises. Very few sailing- 
ships were sold during the first three 
months of the year, and prices may 
be said to be 12 to 15 per cent lower 
than they were at the end of last 
year, but at the lower prices now 
quoted by owners, there has latterly 
been a better enquiry.” 

Messrs. H. E. Moss & Co. write 
twith some sadness that the blue 
ribbon of the Atlantic is still held 
by a German steamer, the Deutsch- 
land, the only vessel that is likely to 
wrest it from her being one now 
building for the Nord-Deutscher 
Lloyd. It has been somewhat of a 
mystery that it should pay the Ger- 
man Companies to run these express 
steamers across the Atlantic, and not 











ay such great English companies as 
es Cunsrd end the White Star 
lines; but it has been lately ex- 
plained that it is the immense field, 
practically the whole of the north 
and west of the Continent of Europe, 
from which the German steamers 
gather their steerage passengers, that 
justifies the expense these very fast 
steamers involve, while the field open 
to the English companies is much 
more restricted. 

Messrs. H. E. Moss & Co. write at 
some length on the recent large 
purchase of English steamers by the 
syndicate headed by Mr. Pierpont 
Morgan. They say: “Great interest 
has been aroused by the recent 
purchase, by Americans, of the 
majority of the shares in the Leyland 
Line. As the matter at present 
stands, it is simply an investment of 
American money in steamers under 
the British flag; but there is no 
doubt that the purchasers are con- 
vinced that by new, or special, 
legislation, these steamers will, be- 
fore long, be able to pass under’ the 
American flag. This deal, therefore, 
foreshadows larger things, and ap- 
parently marks the determination of 
the Americans to once more have 
their shave of the ocean-carrying trade 
of the world. There are numerous 
rumours current as to other big 
steamship purchases, amalgamations, 
ete., by foreigners, and although at 
present the tendency is towards ex- 
aggeration, we have no doubt that 
important negotiations are now 
taking place. The result to the 
British shipowners will be that they 
will have to face severer foreign com- 
petition in the future, and it remains 
to be seen whether our principal 
steamship companies will meet the 
increased competition in such a way 
as will preserve the supremacy of the 
British mercantile flag.” 

There is no question that the alarm 
expressed at the purchase of the Ley- 
land line of steamers was very much 
overdone. The amount of tonnage 
sold is a fraction only of the British 
mercautile navy, and the void created 
is rapidly filled ‘up with new ships. 
We have seen that the Chairman of 
the late Leyland line is already start- 
ing a new fleet. British shipowners 
will go on grumbling and competing 
successfully with those of other coun 
tries, as long as the British sailor re- 
tains his acknowledged superiority, 
aud it will-need many years and 
muchsubsidising before the supremacy 
of the British mercantile flag will 
become a thing of the past.

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BEFORE THE RATEPAYERS’ 
MEETING. 
19th August. 

Tr should be only for a very 
important matter that a special 
meeting of ratepayers is called for 
the middle of August in the after- 
noon, when the last place that the 
ordinary mortal would select for a 
resting-place is a hall fall of warm 
citizens, and when many prominent 
members of the community are ab- 
sent holiday-making. The introduc- 
tion of tramways is, however, a matter 
of sufficient importance, and we 
sincerely trust that the outcome of 
the meeting will show that the ma- 
jority of ratepayers realise that 
Shanghai should no longer suffer 
under the reproach of being too 
Conservative to adopt this invaluable 
modern means of communication. 
‘Mr. Arthur Balfour is surely Conser- 
vative enough, and yet we find him, 
as the principal guest at the inau- 
gural luncheon of an electric tramway 
that has just been opened between 
Shepherd's Bush in London and 
Southall, pointing out that there is 
no better method of settling the 
much-vexed question of re-housing 
the working clisses of London than 
that of providing cheap and easy 
means of communication with the 
more distant suburbs, Owing, as we 
have said before, to the great advance 
in the value of land in the orignial 
Settlements here, we also have a 
housing problem to contend with, and 
there is no doubt that it can best be 
solved, as in London, by providing 
the cheap and easy communication 
with the suburbs that tramways will 
give. Several unsuccessful attempts 
have been made heretofore to intro- 
duce tramways here, the Council 
having recently brought in a very 
well-considered scheme, which was 
refused by the ratepayers on grounds 
which have never been clearly ex- 
plained. The ratepayers are to be 
asked to-day to give their sanction 
to a scheme proposed by a private 
individual, Mr. Ziegler, and it is well 
to see clearly what the terms of his 
proposed resolution are :— 

Resolution L—*That the Ratepayers of 
Shanghai do hereby grant to Mr. Hans 
Ziegler permission to construct an experi- 
mental section of a Tramway system for 
Shanghai. ‘The work to be commenced not 
later than the 1st of April 1902 and not. be- 
fore a sum total of not less than £25,000 
(Pounds Sterling) or its equivalent has been 
placed to his credit with a Shanghai Bank. 
Such sun to be applied solely to the con- 
struction of said experimental section; and 
also not before a further sum of Shanghai 
‘Tis. 10,000 (ten thousand) has been: deposit- 
ed with the Municipal Council as a guaran- 
tee that the permanent way will be taken 
up if at the end of one year it be decided 
that it shall be taken up. 

“On the other hand should the gradual 
construction of the projected system of 
‘Tramways be approved and a concession be 
granted under conditions mutually agreed 
upon between the Municipal Council and 
the constructor of the experimental section 
this sum of Tls. 10,000 shall be devoted to- 
wards the imprdvemént of  thorovghfares 
through which the Tramway is to pass,” 








All that Mr. Ziegler asks is that 
he be allowed to construct and 
operate for one year certain an 
experimental tramway line. He has 
freely circulated his plans among the 
ratepayers showing that he proposes 
to run this experimental line from 
the south énd of the Garden Bridge 
t to the Bubbling Well, and he takes 
{it by a somewhat roundabout way so 
\ as to conciliate as much as possible 
those who are prejudiced against 
tramways, by avoiding the thorongh- 
I fares most used by foreigners. What 
valid objection there can be to this 
we find it difficult to understand. It 
jinvolves no grant of an unlimited 
concession to Mr. Ziegler, because he 
himself provides in the latter part of 
his resolution that the concession must 
be granted him under conditions 
mutually agreed upon between the 
Municipal Council and himself; and 
the work is not to be begun until he 
has produced satisfactory evidence 
that ES is able to carry it out. Ina 
letter which we print in another 
column this morning, “P.L.K.” ob- 
jects that Mr. Ziegler is only known 
as the successful promoter of the 
interests of a Swiss milk company. 
This has nothing to do with the mat- 
ter, except that the fact that he has 
met with great success in promoting 
those interests at least shows that 
he is a man of ability and perse- 
verance. The only questions are 
whether his scheme is a commendable 
one, and whether he is in a position 
to be trusted with carrying it out, 
under the supervision of the Muni- 
cipal Engineer and the conditions 
that the Council in its wisdom may 
impose. 

‘The second matter to be discussed 
this afternoon is the provision of a 
public swimming bath. ‘The tram- 
way proposal comes with a definite 
scheme which the ratepayers can 
discuss, accept, or reject. The swim- 
ming bath promoters on the other 
hand have not taken the trouble to 
formulate any definite scheme, their 
resolutions being painfully vague. 
'Yhey are as follows :-— 

Resolution IL—*The meeting resolves 
that the Municipal Council shall be in- 
structed to erect a public swimming bath 


in Shanghai, the charges for the use of the 
bath to be moderate to make it self 





supporting: 
in case this resolution is rejected the 
following will be proposed: 

Resolution ITI—*The Meeting resolves 
that the Municipal Council shall grant a 
concession for 30 years to 2 company to be 
formed, and shall provide the necessary 
land in a suitable, centrally situated posi- 
tion free of cost.’ After the lapse o} 
ears the whole building and plant will 

given to the Municipal Council free of 
charge.” 

No one can doubt that the exist- 
ence of a large public swimming- 
bath would be a great boon to Shang- 
hai; we would go farther than the 
promoters of the above resolutions, 
and have public baths provided, as 
suggested in the letter of our corres- 
pondent “Municeps:” but it is 














evident that the promoters of the 
swimming bath should have taken 
the trouble to elaborate a definite 
practicable scheme, and then 
have asked the. assistance of 
the ratepayers in its execution. 
It is hardly fair to throw the 
whole thing on the Council, and 
instruct them to take all the trouble 
of elaborating the scheme, erecting 
the bath and settling the charges, 
ete, and “providing the necessary 
land in a suitable, centrally situated 
position free of cost.” Water is so 
dear here, unless the bath is a floating 
one and the river water is used with 
rough filtration in the bath itself, that 
the charge for the use of a bath in 
a central situation would almost 
certainly be more than the classes for 
whom it seems to be intended would 
be able to pay, if it is to be self-sup- 
porting. It is to be hoped that the 
proposer when he brings forward his 
resolution will be prepared with a 
definite plan; he can hardly expect 
the ratepayers to pass such vague 
resolutions without considerable ex- 
planation. 





‘THE RATEPAYERS’ MEETING. 
20th August. 

Ir Mr. Bourne, who was called to 
the chair, had had a little more 
experience in conducting public 
meetings, yesterday's special meeting 
might have been got through com- 
pletely at a reasonable time last 
evening, for its protraction was due 
to the time that was wasted, not to 
the time that was taken up with 
pertinent speaking. Mr. Ziegler 
made a very good address and one 
very much to the point in introducing 
his resolution. He said that he be- 
lieved there were very few people in 
Shanghai whodid not want tramways, 
more than ninety per cent being in 
favour of them of those who had 
returned his posteards in answer 
to his appeal. ‘The objection often 
made was the uarrowness of the 
streets, but in many Western 
cities tramways were successfully 
run in streets still narrower than 
ours. He was aoxious that Shang- 
hai should not merely, as it had 
done before, affirm the principle 
of tramways, but that it should 
translate affirmation into action. 
‘There was no reason to fear that the 
value of land in tie original Settle- 
ments would decrease if tramways 
were introduced; everywhere as a 
city grew larger, the value of its 
heart increased. The experiment 
was to be made with no risk’ to 
the community or the municipality ; 
he was not asking for a con- 
cession, but merely for permission 
to place the Settlements in the way 
of gaining experience, and if his 
scheme succeeded, he would not con- 
sider the community bound either 
legally or morally to give him the 
concession for further extensions. 
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He had full confidence in the 2om- 
i its Council and in the 
fair spirit in which they would re- 
ceive his scheme. He could not hope 
10 please everybody, but his object 
was to give the community an 
opportunity of making an experiment. 
as a guide for the future. Mr. 
Ziegler was heartily applauded by 
a fall meeting when he stepped 
down from the dais, his resolution 
being seconded by Dr. Macleod. 

‘After a pause Mr. Dudgeon rose to 
speak. He said that he signed the 
requisition for the special meeting 
not as being in favour of tramways, 
but as being ready to hear the 
question discussed. In his opinion 
tramways would be not a convenience 
to the public, nor would they be re- 
munerative. There was to him some- 
thing unjust in throwing on Mr. 
Ziegler the cost of making an ex- 
perimental line. As a business man, 
Mr. Ziegler was not proposing to 
build this first section from philan- 
thropic motives or as an amusement ; 
and it might be expected that if 
the first section did not pay, 
the community would be asked 
to make the second section which 
would be more remunerative, and 
so on. There was no compati- 
son between Shanghai and home 
towns; the latter had no Chinese } 
poptlation, nor did they have the! 
competition of ricshas and wheel- 
barrows. He had experience of the 
very low rates for which Chinese 
women were carried on wheelbarrows, 
and which would be impossible for 
tramways. The route of the first 
section was badly selected and no 
foreigner would us¢ a tram car when 
he could get a ricsha, In fact, no- 
body wants tramways and they will 
not pay if they are built. 

Mr. G. J. Morrison said that for 
twenty years he had been iu favour 
of the introduction of tramways into 
Shanghai, and this was the first 
scheme with which he had had no 
connection. He believed that we 
want tramways very badly and he 
could see no objection to Mr. Ziegler’s 
proposal to build an experimental 
line under the supervision of the 
Council. But the Council must be 
careful in making terms that they 
did not make them so onerous as to 
choke off tramways altogether, as had 
been too much the case in England. 
It was more important to have 
cheap and efficient locomotion than 
to squeeze a big income out of 
the tramways. He hoped the meet- 
ing would pass Mr. Ziegler’s resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Walter Schiirff proposed and 
Mr. Dudgeon seconded an amendment 
to the effect that Mr. Ziegler must 
deposit his £25,000 before the Ist 
of November next. Mr. Morrison 
suggested a compromise, as the 
amendment seemed to him an at- 


sation Mr. Ziegler accepted an 
amendment that he shall deposit 
the £25,000 by the Ist of January 
next. This caused some confusion 
later on, the Chairman appa- 
rently thinking that the Ist of 
January was to be the daté on which 
work was to be begun. Mr. Hewett, 
the Chairman of the Municipal 
Council, then made a long speech 
which was very imperfectly heard, in 
which he was understood to explain 
the Council’s impartiality on the 
subject of the resolution, and to read 
a number of conditions which should 
apply to tramways in Hongkong and 
Shanghai, but which did not seem to 
be very pertinent to the question 
before the ratepayers. Mr. Rex 
moved to add the words “by the 
ratepayers” after the words “con- 
cession be granted” in the second 
paragraph of the resolution, and 
this was accepted by Mr. Ziegler. 
Mr. Watt wanted to know what 
motive power was to be used, and 
Mr. Fearon wanted to know who 
was to select the system to be 
adopted. Mr. Ziegler, who appeared 
not to be very clear as to the purport 
of these questions, explained that five 
systems would be tried, on which 
Mr. Berner pointed out the danger 
to telegraphs, telephones, and other 
things involved in the adoption 


of an electric system of  trac- 
tion. In reply to Mr. Nelson, 
Mr. Ziegler said that his ex- 


perimental line would be ready 
within three months after its con- 
struction was begun; and Mr. Shor- 
rock threw grave doubts on Mr. 
Ziegler’s competence as an engineer. 
Mr. Hewett then moved an amend- 
ment which stated that the meeting 
wanted tramways and would leave 
the matter in the hands of the 
Council to report at the next annual 
meeting, Mr. Prentice seconding. A 
show of hands was taken on the 
amendment, the Chairman having 
ruled, against an objection made by 
Mr. E. S. Little, that it was in order. 
‘The majority appeared to be in 
favour of the amendment, and a poll 
was taken, the result being that 
the amendment was lost, amid 
much cheering. The chairman then 
said that as it was evident there 
would have to be a poll on the ori- 
ginal resolution, it would be better 
to adjourn. In this it seems to us 
that he made a mistake; while 
nominally on the amendment, the

voting was really for and against Mr. 
Ziegler’s resolution ; we may instance 
the ease of Mr, Dudgeon who spoke 
strongly against tramways altogether 
and yet voted forthe amendment which 
said that the community were anxi- 
ous for their introduction. If the re- 
solution had been put at once, it is 
improbable that any one would have 
put the meeting to the trouble of 
another poll. This, of course, is a 
matter of opinion. The chairman 
declared that the proposition to ad- 
journ was carried, and the meeting 
dispersed. 





AFTER THE RATEPAYERS’ 
MEETING. 
21st August. 

ArTER a little delay caused, it was 
understood, by a desire to secure an 
entirely unnecessary quorum, the pro- 
ceedings of the special meeting of 
ratepayers were reopened yesterday 
afternoon with a short speech from 
Mr. Ziegler, who explained, in answer 
to previous speakers who had ques- 
tioned his competence, that he had 
been a long time in Shanghai study- 
ing what improvements might profit- 
ably be introduced here; he had re- 
presented three large engineering 
firms with a total capital of five 
millions sterling; he had attained a 
‘ood knowledge of Shanghai, and had 
firmed a high opinion of its future 
and its possibilities. His resolution 
with the two amendments incorpo- 
rated in it was then submitted to a 
show of‘hands, the numbers being 92 
for and 57 against, a majority in 
favour of Mr. Ziegler’s scheme of 35, 
or about sixty per cent. There were 
several calls for a poll, though it has 
not hitherto been usual at ratepayers’ 
meetings to call for a poll after such 
a very decided expression of opinion. 
‘The poll was taken, however, result- 
ing in a reversal of the decision by 
show of hands, the numbers being 
187 for and 219 against, a majority 
against Mr. Ziegler’s scheme of 32 
or under twenty per cent. It is 
enough to point out that three men 
cast 76 votes against the resolution. 
These three men voted, of course, 
according to their convictions, bat to 
presume that the whole of the other 
73 voters whom they represented are 
opposed to tramways in Shanghai is 
absurd. This is a distinct abuse of 
the power of proxy voting conferred 
by the Land Regulations, and only 
hastens the time when a reform 
of the Regulations will be insisted 
on by an irresistible force, It is 
an abuse, therefore, that is greatly 
to be regretted. That Mr. Ziegler’s, 
which is not an ideal scheme, shou!d 
be supported by such a large majority 
of the resident ratepayers, - shows 
that there is a strong popular 
demand for tramways, and it will not 
long be put off by the votes of 
absentee ratepayers, Even with the 





big proxy-holders on the other side, 
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-the minority was not a very small 
one, and it could easily be turned 
into a majority by the time of the 
next annual meeting, when we hope 
that another attempt will be made 
to pass a satisfactory tramway 
scheme. 

‘Tramways having been disposed 


of for the present, Mr. Soyka was| 


called upon to move his resolution 
in favour of a municipal swimming- 
bath to a very much diminished meet- 
ing. -He pointed ont that a public 
swimming-bath was a necessity for 
Shanghai. The river, he said, is 
very good for good swimmers, it is 
dangerous for poor swimmers, and 


absolutely unsafe for those learning | P* 


to swim. ‘I'he shallow places in the 
river suddeuly went down steep, and 
learners were taken off their feet 
and swept away by the swift current. 
Every youngster ought to learn to 
swim as a part of his education, 
for adults swimming is a delightful 
recreation, and a public swimming- 
bath is as much wanted as a public 
arden, The bath he proposed should 
fs self-supporting. Mo build a bath 
220 feet long, 40 feet wide, and with 
a bottom shelving trom three to ten 
feet would cost Ts. 20,000, this in- 
cluding heating apparatus, so that 
the bath could be used ail the year 
round, Waterworks water changed, 
daily would cost Tis, 400 a month, 
* and a swimming-master, boys, coolies, 
etc, Tis. 300 a month, say ls. 700 
in all. The admission should be 25 
cents for adults and 15 cents for 
children. With 500 subscribers at 
$3 a month for adults and §2 a 
month for children, there would be 
a net profit quite sufficient to pay 
interest on the first cost and provide a 
sinking fund. He would propose 
that the bath should be reserved for 
ladies from ten till three daily. A 
preat saving would be made if the 
ath were located on the Soochow 
Creek, and the creek water were 
used with local filtration. A floating 
bath on acouple of pontoons, the river 
water being used, would cost about 
Tis. 12,000, and the result of its 
establishment would be that the 
Council would make a steady income 
from it. Mr. Soyka spoke very well 
in favour of a public swimming-bath, 
but he entirely failed to show why 
the provision of one should be thrown 
upon the Municipal Council. Mr. 
Fubrmeister having seconded Mr. 
Soyka’s resolution, Hewett rose 
to give the Council's view of the 
matter. If Mr. Soyka’s figures were 
correct, the bath he proposed would 
give a handsome profit, and there 
was no reason why it should 
not be undertaken by private enter- 
prise. ‘Ihe Council were entirely 
unwilling to be saddled with it.

| THE RAILWAY

concerned up to Weilisien by the end of 
this year. 

T hear that the German Government has 
advanced a Jw sum free of interest 
[for five yous in order to facilitate the 
{construction of awellings and business 
jouses, and so far as one can judge the 
Joan has been put to excellent account and 
has made a boom in the building trade. 

WAL TORTS. 

Chefoo continues, however, the port for 
business on this coast. ‘Tsingtao will have 
to find means to encourage traftic in other 
than German steamers if it is to succeed 
as a commercial centre. At present to get 
into it or out of it by sex involves vexatious 
delays; sometimes a fortnight elapses before 
a steamer arrives. 

Chefoo shows few signs of realising the 
proximity of a dangerous rival. ‘The only 
sign of activity displyed is in house- 
building. ‘The eastern end has some build- 
ings in progress and land to purchase is 
rapidly approaching famine prices. 

NEWS FROM THE INTERIOR 
is to the effect that the now registration of 
land ordered by the Governor with a view 
to taxation, is causing a little local distur- 
bance. Otherwise ali is peaceful and the 
country is getting into its normal condition 
agin, 

Harvest prospects here are poor. The 
summer rains have been late and scant and 
the crops have suffered severely. Generally 
however the average scems to be reached.

DALNY, MANCHURIA. 


(eRom OUR OWS CORRESPONDENT.) 





This wonderful city has sutfered consider- 
ably by the recent floods. Never has so 
much rain fallen in so short a space of 
time since the Japanese war. All the 
houses are leaking, {com the residence of the 
inscrutable chief engineer, Mr. Sakharoff, 
down to the humblest peasant shanty. ‘The 
Hotel Dalny, with its galvanised iron roof, 
withstood che storm better than the hand- 
somer tiled-roof buildings about it. The 
quarters building for the new electric power 
plant. have been a veritable lake, and the 
tennis court of the park below the Club 
aminiature sea, But the rapidity with 
waich the place became dry after such un- 
precedented rainfall proves the site of the 
city most admirably chosen, The smaller 
of the two enormous dry docks is nearing 
completion and will be cpen to the public by 
winter. Tsingtao is a revel tw people 
unacquainted with the possibility of creat- 
ing a city .in a few years, but Dalny 
surpasses Tsingtao many tines over. ‘Tho 
regulations of the place, too, will be su 
tolerable to prospective residents that ina 
choice of settling—between Tsin 
Dalny—few would choose the forn 
paratively few people on the China coast 
are aware that in two years Russia has built 
on the bay opposite Talienwan a city’ that 
is sure to become the Sau Francisco of the 
eastern coast of Asia. I have been assured 
vy the Russian authorities that Dalny 
will be made so by the closure of trade at 
both Newelnwany and Viadivostock. ‘This 
they will du by making Daluy au absolute- 
ly free port, while Newchwaug. will. bo 
subjected to’such heavy duties as to bo 
prohibitive of trade entering that port. 

russian officers, with whom 1 conversed, 
ridiculed the idea of the retrocession of Man- 
churia, as well as Viceroys Liu aud Chang's 
memorial to the Empress to secure at the 
earliest moment a treaty covering the 
withdrawal of Russian troops. Russia is 
in Manchuria to stay, to govern, and to 
transmit to futuee genorations ay Russian 
soil. ‘The Manchurians acquiesce with 
inditfereuce, as they are well treated and 
handsomely’ paid by their conquerors. 
The province is quiet, with the exception 
of some roving bandits—ex-séldiers who ato 
roatning about in the North, but who will 
soon be run down and scattered or exter- 
minated. A mardarin from Moukden, 
with whom I conversed, assured me that 
the people would be better off under 
Russia than before the occupation. Sites 
in Dalny have been reserved for English 
and German churches, and free religion 
and free trade will insure the populari 
of Russia’s all-winter-open port. 

As a harbour it is unsurpassed on tho 
China coast. Deep water, well protected 
on three sides, the bay is comparatively 

juiet when a typhoon is raging outside. 
This personally witnessed. Why the place 
was left until the present to be exploited 
is hard to divine. Ignorance of its possibili- 
ties scems the cause, and Russia can now 
rejoice in that oversight that left this 















































wonderful spot, until in due course of 


ime she was able to take advantage of it. 
An ocean pier is in course of coustruction, 
beside whichztwelve of the largest oceau- 
going steamers em discharge at one time, 
direct into the railway cars that will 
convey the cargo to all parts of Manchuria, 
Mongolia, Siberia, or even Europe. Thirty 
million roubles have been appropriated by 
the Minister of Finance for Dalny, and M. 
de Witte is shortly expected to personally 
inspect this creation of his genius. Excel- 
lent accommodation can be obtained at the 
Hotel Daloy, and daily steamers from 
Chefoo, via Port Arthur, render a journey 
there an easy matter. ‘the port ‘will be 
declared open this winter and it behoves 
merchants and traders generally to visit 
the place and secure a building site as 
soon as the announcement vf the opening 
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is made public. I: behoves Newchwang 
people to be especially alert; his is no 
idle warning.

‘There is now current a rumour that 
Yusn Shih-k‘ai ix to be removed from his 
Governorship of Shantung and promoted to 
be Viceroy of Chibli, ‘This is because Li 
Hung-chang is tow old, intiem, und too 
muclt occupied with other matters to pro- 
perly look after this province, and because 
no troops but Yuan Shih-k'ai's are able to 
suppress the disorders turoughout. the 
whole province, especially along the line of 
the Court's return. We who live here would 
be pleased with such a change, but we 
realise the bad result in Shantung, if its 
present Governor should be'removed, 








THE CLAIM BUSINESS. 
Turning to matters more diplomatic, that 
of claims is at present supreme. Armies 
have presented their heavy bills; the losses 
of converts and some of the foreign mis- 
sions have been separately considered ; 
now comes the list of individual and 
society claims to pass through the various 
Legations. ‘The British view of the same 
interests us, as the inspection is being 
made here through Mr. H. P, Wilkinson, 
special commissioner on claims. One 
would thik he was advocate for the 
Chinese Government. ‘The claimants 
have had the rules before them, 
which the Ministers had determined, 
and both as « matter of conscience and a 
matter of policy they have conformed to 
these rules. Bir. Wilkinson has idens of 
his own. Some claims are cut apparently 
because the party concerned has asked 
for compensation of property more than 
seomed to Me. Wilkinson proper for a per- 
son to possess. The value of property 
must also be reckoned according to original 
rice rather than what is the cost now.

In a few days the Chinese 
will be rexponsible for governing the pro- 
vinee, and of all Chou Fu will be most 
responsible, so long as Li Hung-chang 
is detained in Peking. As church matters 
and the proréction of the railway are 
important, he has requested the aid of 
Capt. Bourguignon, who was the French 
member of the Provisionsl Government at 
Paotingfu. We do not know whether 
definite agreement has been made or not. 
Chou Fu has also asked Dr. Gilbert 
Reid to help in Protestant matters, but 
whether theoffer will be accepted or not, we 
do not know. 








MISSIONS. 

It is vory noticeable that while the 
foreign Ministers ignore the very mention 
of missions, the Chinese officials here and 
in the provinces lay the greatest stress on 
the attainment of harmony between the 
people and adherents of Christian faith. 
Missionaries are consulted, listened to, re- 
spected, and protected. ‘The massscres of 
last year, especially in Shansi, were not so 
much of missionaries as missionaries, as of 
foreiyners representing countries at war 
with’ China, Ib is to be hoped that 
missions may yet appear in their right 
light, and that goodwill may exist be- 
tween Christians and the followers of other 
religions. Why not?

THE AMERICAN UNIVERSITY. 

Work is to be begun at au early day 
on tho new central building, the lines 
for which are boing prepared by the 
leading architects in Shanghai. Early in 
last year, through the masterful interven- 
tion of the Consul-General, Mr. John 
Goodnow, from the then famous Governor 
but new infamous tiger, Lu Chuan-lin, 
ten (Snylish) acres of ground were obtained 
within the Fu Wen, about a mile from the 
Custom-house, and this is now enclosed

Just before the Boxer movement began 
the wealthy Chinese subscribed to the 
institution $30,000 (Mexican currency), a 

art of which will lapse on account of the 
financial straite, but had it not been for 
the tronblous times the amount would 
have been doubled. Ata meeting in the 
interests of foreign missions held in the 
city of New Orleans, the sum of $50,000 
gold was subscribed in one evening. The 
gifts in the Southern Methodist Church 
now amount to $100,000 gold. The Un- 
iversity has also, we hear, a very large 
landed estate in the “ model settlement.” 
Till the new buildings are erected, 
the principal one to cost £6,0:0, 
former residences and school buildings can 
be utilised so that the Theological, Medical, 
Scientific, and Literary Departments will 
be carried on. Success to the Central 
China University !

‘THE TYPHOON. 

Since writing the above communication 
with the outer world has been cut off by a 
typhoon, the most severe experienced here 
for 12 years, Atmospheric disturbance 
commenced on Friday from the E.N.E., 
rain fell in torrents, and on Saturday 
the typhoon was at its height. The river, 
which was full at the commencement, began 
to overflow and make a broad track across 
conntry regardless of curves and reaches. 

By Sauurday evening it had reached the 
city walls, and the junks outside anchored 
themselves to the embrasures. 

By midnight it had entered the West 
Gate and was sweeping actoss the city 
to the South Gate, and early on Sunday 
morning at the turn of the tide there was 
a depth of 3 and 4 feet in the native 
houses, and from 1 to 2 feet in the foreign 
houses. ‘The streets were impassabl 
On Sunday the force of the wind somewhat 
abated and it veered to S.E. Rain con- 
tinued heavily, but the East wind no longer 
kept the waters back at the river mouth. 


IN THE CITY. 

By to-day (Monday) the city is fairly 
free of water, and it is fervently hoped 
there will be no return. Considerable 
damage has been caused by the fall of 
mud-walls, both of houses and compounds, 
and the loss of stock has not been small. 
As yet we have heard of no cases of loss 
of life, but when the tale of washed out 
cesspools and filled up wells has been fully 
told it will not improbably outnumber 
the score of fatalities from drowning,

THE SANITARY HOARD. 


‘The usual mesting of this body, held on 
the 8th inst., was less interesting than 
usual, but a’ resolution moved by Mr.

{statements made in a memorandum dated 
the 20th June by three Government officials 
which imputed negligence to the Board in 
the conduct of sanitary affairs, elicited 
another ebullition of temper from Capt.- 
Supt. May, He said he thought it some- 
what peculiar for Mr. Osborne to ask for 
this return, seeing that he was one of the 
signatories petitioning to the Secretary of 
State—‘‘a petition which stated that nothing 
had been done in sanitary  matte:s for 
twentyyears, and which damns the Sanitary 
Board, damns the Government, and danms 
everyone who has anything to do with 
the ‘sanitary affairs of the colony.” Dr. 
Clark, Medical Officer of Health, who said 
he was personally prepared to’ vouch for 
the inaccuracy of some of the statements 
made in the memorandum, seconded the 
motion, which was carried.” Mr. Osborne 
wisely forebore any retort to Mr. May's 
challenge. 

In this connection, it is very much to be 
regretted that Mr. May should indulge in 
such unseemly dispixys of temper and 
allow his feelings to carry him away in 
the manner that he has done lately. He 
has this year done much to impair the 
repatation he bad xcjuired of being « 
useful and cxpable ofticial. No one 
doubts his ability now, but they do begin 
to question his fairness and to distrust his 
judgment, while his temper bids fair to 

come an infirmity.

THE LAGERALS AND THEIR LEADER, 


On Tuesday the meeting of Liberal M. 
P.'s, hastily summoned at the instance 

















of Sir Henry Campbell-Banuerman as soon 
as he knew definitely that the Asquith 
dinner would take place, was held at the 
Reform Club, As everyone expectod, the 
resolution of confidence in *C.-B.”” was 
carried unanimously ; but to the impartial 
observer the result must appear as an 
unmistakable victory for Mr. Asquith, 
‘The idea entertained, or at least expresscd 
by some Conservatives, that Me, Asquith 
intended to separate ‘himself from. the 
Liberal Party and form an Imperialist 
Opposition, was manifestly badly conceived. 
Mr. Asquith is undoubtedly the coming 
man of the Liberal Party; but a farther 
split would only destroy his chances of 
over leading a party which would have any 
hopes of obtaining a msjority in the House 
of Commons. Tt would be equally fatal to 
his prospects to take a coursy which 
would ultimately land him into union 
with the Conservatives, ‘Tho old 
have never taken kin sly to the alliance 
with tho Liberal Unionists; and they 
have no desire whatever to see the 
policy of their party fur her medified 
by the accession ‘of another boy 
of seceding Liberals, 
THE FUTURE OF LIBERALISM. 


All this, of course, is looking at the 
question mainly from the personal point of 
view ; but although, no doubt, Mc. Asquith 
entertains political ambitions and hopes 
some day to be Prime Minister of England, 
there is no reason to doubt that in this 
matter he is actuated by political and 
patriotic convietions. He desires to keep 
the Liberal Party together, and at the same 
time he strongly disapproves of the views 
and proceedings of the Pro-Boer section, 
which recently “captured” Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman. His object, there- 
fore, has been tu counteract that success of 
the Pro-Boer section, and to do this with- 
out splitting up the party. In this he has 
achieved « complete’ success. While 
supporting the vole of _ confidence 
in Sir “Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 
he and Sir Edward Grey both re- 





























served to themselves perfect freedom 
of action in regard to the question of ihe 
war ; aud Sir Henry accepted the renewal 
of their allegiance on these terms. We 
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may be sure now that Sir Henry will be 
very careful inderd to refrain from any 
attempt to commit th» party to a Pro- 
Boer attitude. Indeed, the Pro-Boers 
themselves have been thoroughly alarme1 
hy Mr. Asquith’s action ; they evidently 
realise that if they force on «trial 
of strength between’ themselves and the 
Imperialist Liberals, they wi'l get the 
worst of it, Mr. Asquith has thus done 
nw great service both to his party 
and to the nation. He has exposed the 
weakness of the Pro-Boer section, and he 
hus _pwed the way for the reconstrneti 
of the Liberal party on lines which will 
enable it sooner or Inter to regain sone- 
thing like its old position. ‘There is very 
Jittle doubt that at the hanquet next week 
he will make a further development of this 
policy. The nation, asa whole, will certain- 
ly welcome the day when the two great 
political parties can once more meet on 
something like equal terms. 
cry Parnionism. 

On Wednesday a great ‘ non-political’ 
meeting in support of the war policy of 
the Government was held at the Guildhall, 
under the presidency of the Lord Mayor, 
‘The members of the Stock Exchange 
marched in procession from Capel Court, 
with the Royal Standard and the Union 
Inek at: their head, and the proceedings 
were of the most enthusiastic descripti 
Mr. Alban Gibbs, one of the members for 
the City, read a letter from his aged father, 
Lord Aldenham, who in his time repre: 
sented the City in Parliament for many years 
and who wrote: ‘In the City you will find 
ag much difficulty in coming to close 
quarters with any Pro-Boers as Lord 
Kitchener fiuds in coming to close quarters 
with the real Boers in South Afries ;" 
and certainly at the meeting no note of 
opposition made itself heard. ‘The “ Daily 
News” cannot impugn the unanimity of 
the City in regard to the war, and can only 
console itself by abusing the Stock Ex- 
change andthe '* Unreformed Corporation,” 
and by-making the mest of the somewhat 
irrelevant fact, disclosed by the recent 
census, that only 27,000 penple sleep in 
the ity of London’ at night. Ie is all 
very well to credit the merchants and 
stockbrokers of the City with sordid 
motives; but surely thors is no cliss on 
which the great cost of the war will fall 
more heavily. 

THE EDUCATION BILL. 

If there is any subject on which one 
might expect Liberals of all shades to be 
united, it is the new Fducation Bill which 
has been introduced by the Government 
in place of th», larger measure recently 
dropped. Yet’ the second reading was 
carried on Tuesday night by the largest 
majority that the Government has secured 
for'a considerable time, the figures leing 333 
to 215. There were, however, no Liberals 
in the majority, and no deliberate Liberal 
abstentions, ‘The result must therefore 
he attributed solely to the rebukes which 
Lord Salisbury has recently »ddressed to 
his followers on the subject of their slack- 
ness in attending divisions, and to the 
efforts of the Conservative Whips. The 
Bill has been introduced for the main 
purpose of removing the deadl: ck erected 
ly the Cockerton judgment. In that 
ease the Court of Appeal decided that 
School Boards have no right to spend the 
ratepayers’ money in providing anything 
but purely elementary education, or in 
educating any persons other than chil'ren. 
It is reenguised, even by those who rejoice 
in the judgment, that it will not do to 
destroy at one stroke all the work that is 
being done by Schoo! Boards in the way 
of secondary education, and in educating 
in evening schools those who are endeav- 
ouring to repair, when no longer children, 
their early neglect of education. Bat at 
the same time, the Government are deter- 
mined not to let the School Boards have 
it all their own way. They therefore pro- 






































pose by this Bill to subordinate them 
to the Town #nd County Councils, and 
to compel them to go to those Counciis 
for indemnity from the consequences of 
their breach of the Iw as aii down 
in the Cockerton case; theze is no at- 
tempt to disguise the fact that this 
is intended asa first step towards sub- 
ordinating the School Boards entirely to the 
Municipalities, or to some new local 
educational wuthorities clesely connected 
with the Municipalities ; uor is it denied 
that the ultimate extinction of the whole 
School Board system is aimed at. Of 
course, all the School Boards are up in 
arms, and the Till will be opposed touth 
and nail by the Liberals. But the Govern- 
ment, it appears, are determined to carry 
it through in its present shape. Indeed, 
as they have »lready allowed the Opposition, 
small as it is, to kill two Education Bills, 
they could not yield on this measure with: 
out incurring an enormous loss of prestige. 
Te would amount to’an admission that, in 
spite of their huge majority, they are un- 
able to carry anything in the way of 
Conservative legislation. 












ELECTR'C TRADS. 
London, having lagged years behind pro- 
vineial and continental towns in the matter 
ofelectric tramways, seems now determined 
to make up for lost time. The first 
completed section of the London 
United ‘Tramway Company's system 
—a section embracing sven miles of 
ne stretching from Sliepherd’s Bush to 
Southall, by way of Acton and Ealing— 
has just been opened with great ceremony, 
onthe same day on which Eali 
the grant of its municipal charter, Other 
lines project-d by the Company will run 
to Richmond, Kingston, ‘Twickenham, 
Hampton, and Hounslow ; and Mr, Arthur 
Balfour, who was the principal guest at 
the inaugural luncheon, mentioned that 
when the system ix completed it will carry 
something like 150,000,000 prssengers » 
year. As Mr. Balfour pointed out, there 
is no betier method of settling the much- 
vexed question of re-housing the working 
classes of London than that of providing 
cheap and easy mems of communication 
with the more distant suburbs; and it 
is surprising that until now so little has 
heen done in the way of electric tramways, 
But London is intensely Conservative.

Mr. H. Zrrouen—Before commenting, 
upon the resolution regarding Tramways, 
allow me to thank you anost heartily for 
your kind and numerous appearance this 
afternoon. There is scarcely any necessity 
to go back and explain again the great eco- 
nomic advantages of rapid locomotion in a 
place as extended as this Settlement. I 
feel sure that only very few here present if, 
in fact, there is anybody at all, would 
deny the correctness of these well-known 
economic principles. Therefore we should 
have Tramways. Do we want Tramways? 
Since investigating this matter, I found 








very few indeed who said they do hot. And! 


to go by the replies received by the Postal 
Cards enclosed in my circular letter of the 
25th of July more than 90 per cent. who 
replied were in favour that the permission 
for an experimental line should be given. 
‘Some amongst us are in favour of tramways 
in principle. But what is the good of having 
such praiseworthy principles if when the 
time has come to prove them, the action 
fails. Between doing nothing and suggest-

j ing expensive underground or overhead 
suspended tramways, both of which are out 
| of tho question from a paying point of view, 
there must be something which must 
needs lead up to the realisation of our 
wishes. “Yes,” say those who at their best 
are in favour of tramways as long as the 
matter is treated theoretically, “but look at 
| our narrow streets.” Certainly they might 
be wider, but they are not too narrow by 
any means. “Yes, but look at the cheap- 
ness of the wheelbarrow for the Chinese 
and of the comfortable rickshaw for Euro- 
peans which will take you from anywhere to. 
| auywhere.” Quite so, if it does not rain or 
if you are not thrown out of it, and if you ; 
! do not live away from the Settlement and 
if you have not a large family. In 
fact Shanghai has been “told for’ y 
respect to trams, that it 











"ears, 
cannot 
be done, or when it could and might have 
been done it was not going to be done this 
way but the other way. I sincerely hope 
that to-day everybody here present has 
come to support the principle of action and 
not of lengthy discussions and negotiations. ! 
Where there is a will there is a way, and it 
is for you to decide whether the way to be 
taken’ as proposed to be taken in Resolu- 
tion I, is fair towards those, who are pre 
judiced against trams, fair towards those ! 
who are quite needlessly afraid that their | 
invested interests in the Settlement pro- 
per may suffer, and fair also towards the 
great majority who maintain that better 
and more rapid locomotion has become an 
absolute necessity. I ghink that the fear of 
those who have property in the original | 
foreign settlement is groundless. The 
larger a country the larger the capital. The 
larger the town the more intensified be- 
comes the heart of the town as centre. Dis- 
cussions about the possibility of finding a 
suitable route and a proper system have } 
been going on for years. Let us make at | 
last a practical beginning. . The resolution 
before you has been very properly called | 
the ounce of practice. We have not only 
had one pound but pounds of theory. Let 
us act now. We can scarcely imagine that 
it is possible for any community to secure 
a better method of finding out whether 
trams are suitable or not. Anybody in 
Shanghai who feels inclined to financially | 
support the experiment may come for- 
ward and instruct his bankers according- 
ly. The money which is then still want- 
ing to make up the stipulated £25,000 and 
‘Tis. 10,000 will be obtained from home. 
So the community itself will incur ab- 
solutely no risk whatsoever. Before eon- 
cluding I am anxious to point to one very 








looked. ‘The proposer of the resolu 
tion is asking for a permission to make 
an experiment, but he does not ask for a 
concession. The introduction of the word 
concession in connection with the resolu- 
tion before us means confusion. It cannot 
possibly be to the interests of anybody to 
uselessly complicate a very plain and sim- 
ple matter. ‘the popular idea of a conces- 
sion is generally coupled with a hazy vi- 
sion of great money bags. A concession is 
generally worth having. The proposed 
experiment, dependent upon your kind 
permission to make it, is nothing but a way 
of gaining experience in estimating what a 
concession for the construction of a com- 
plete net of tramways may be worth. If 
the community gives away a concession 
which afterwards may turn out to be worth 
a great deal, the community would be de- 
| prived of a good additional income. But 
if the community should impose too exact- 
ing conditions upon the future tramway 
concern, the latter indy die of financial 
consumption and the Municipal Council’s 
“White Elephant” may set a playmate. 
By giving to the petitioner the permis- 
sion to build an experimental permanent 
Way in order that he should give us an 
ocular demonstration of the various most 














modern systems of traction the communi 
ty does not bind itself legally or moral- 


* ly to also give to him the final concession. 


When the time arrives to do that let the 
community stipulate terms such as the per- 
petual up-keep of those streets through 
which and of the bridges over 
which tramways will run, fix upon a ticket 
tax, limit the time of the concession during 
which such future Shanghai Tramway Com- 
pany miay distribute such profits as there 
may be. After that allow them 10 per cent 
or less, any surplus to be divided between 
the community and the Company. Give 
those who invest and risk their money a 
certain scope to make up any risk by future 


' good profits. On the other hand, it is the 


duty of the community to see after a cer- 
tain time that the Tramway ceases to be 
a money making concern, but should rather 
be a self-supporting medium to facilitate 
the money-making opportunities of the 
community, and any saving in the cost of 
our living means additional income. 
Should the conditions put forward 
by the community be found to be unac- 
eptable to the constructors of the Exper- 
imental Section the community reserves to 
itself the right to decree that the line 
should be removed. Should the experimen 
tal line, as I feel sure it will, turn out to 
be a success in many ways, I for my part 
have full confidence in human common 
sense generally and in the common sense 
and in the commercial instinct and sagacity 
of this communitiy in particular, represent- 
ed as it is by a public spirited Council, to 
exact such terms from the enterprising con- 
cessionnaire or Syndicate, as will not only 
benefit the community by procuring addi 
tional comfort and rapid transit, but by ac- 
tually securing thereby an ’ additional 
source of income to the Municipal chest. 
‘This, gentlemen, is the.perspective of any 
future concession, and which may have to 
be decided upon later on. To-day we have 
only to decide whether permission should be 
granted to use your streets for the period 
of one year to initinte the matter of Tram- 
ways through a practical test, at no ex- 
pense to the community, Some peo- 





ple say: If Shanghai wants trams, 
Shanghai can build trams __ herself. 
Shanghai is a wealthy community. 
‘This, I think, is distinctly pretty. Well, 


gentlemen, by all means instruct the Coun- 
cil to do it and the community to take the 
risk of the experiment. Opinions are 
divided whether trams will pay. So 
if somebody is willing to take the risk 
of the experiment without demanding 
any guarantee with respect to the final and 
definite.concession, ‘why burden the com- 
munity with the risk and the Council with 
the work, although the advice and guidance 
of the Municipal Engineer in many matters 
should not be withheld ? It this resolution 
is thrown out the subject of tramways may 
again be buried for a couple of years. Gen 
tlemen, there are elements in this Settle- 
ment, elements of good reputation, respec- 


table business men of various 
grades with suitable and —_varyiny 
incomes, public spirited and witl 


the only correct conception of life, live 
and let'live, and it seems to me that this 
most necessary and wholesome factor in 
communal life has taken it into its head 
that justice is not done to their wishes and 
wants, and that they are in fact exploited, 
and that they are engineered out of im: 
provements which other less important 
places do posses long ago. I do not take 
that extreme and gloomy view at all, as I 
quite realise the difficulties of unpaid 
honorary members of a Municipal Council 
to satisfy everybody with even the very 
best intentions and with all the public 
spirit they may have. Opposition is whole- 
some if sincere; it helps to sift matters ; 
but do not let us deviate from the subject 
under consideration, viz., to grant permis- 
sion for the construction of an experimental 
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line, sv that when the time comes to de- 
cide about a final concession we know 
exactly what we are doing. Ishall be very 
‘happy to answer any questions, or to give 
any explanations required. 

Dr. Mactxop—I beg to second the 
resolution. 

The CHarrwaN—The question before the 
‘esting is resolution number one, moved by 
Mr. Hans Ziegler, and seconded by Dr. 
Macleod. ‘That resolution is now open to 
- discussion. 

Mr. C. J. DupGeoN—It has been assumed 
by one of the local papers that. those who 
signed the requisition calling this meeting 
thereby pledged themselves to the support 
of this tramway scheme. As one of the 
Signatories I beg to state that such is not 
the case, and to add that when Mr. Ziegler 
asked for my signature to the requisition I 
informed him that T was not in favour of his 
scheme, and that if I said anything at all at 
this meeting it would not be in support of 
his project. At the same time I thought it 
only fair that the scheme should receive full 
discussion. I am not in the abstract opposed 
to tramways, and if I thought that they 
would prove @ public convenience in Shang 
hai, I would vote for their introduction. “I 
cannot however think that they would prove 
apublicconvenience, nor that they would pay, 
ich last reason’ mainly influences my 
vote; also I cannot agree with those who 
say that as Mr. Ziegler’s scheme 
parently not going to cost Shanghat an 
thing, there can be no harm in letting 
him make this experimental line at his own 
risk, Tt seems to me that there is some- 
thing in the nature of-meanness in looking 
at the matter in this way, and I hope that 
the ratepayers at this meeting will by their 
vote express their honest opinion, firstly 
whether or not tramways are wanted, and 
secondly if this is the scheme they want. I 
presume that Mr. Ziegler is a man of busi- 
ness—in fact, from conversations that I have 
had with him, I am sure he is—therefore I 
presume that he has not put out this scheme 
as a matter of literary effort, nor for the 
benefit of his health, nor thet he is a 
philanthropist burning’ to do something for 
thegoodof Shanghai. take it that he is not 
going to make this experimental line at his 
own risk and expense, and I fancy that in 
connection with the £25,000 which he 
undertakes to deposit as marking the 
bona fides of his scheme, he has’ some 
intention of endeavouring’ to directly in- 
terest Shanghai in such deposit by obtain- 
ing local subscriptions, or guarantees, 
from those who do not hold the same 
views as Ido. Consequently, if I am correct 
in thinking that the scheme will not pay, and 
that local money will be concerned, we shall, 
if you pass this resolution, be landed wi 
useless addition to the congestion of our 
streets, the inherent unsightliness of which 
will increase in proportion to. its poverty, 
and when those concerned find themselves 
























in queer street, they will no doubt, in order | pay 


to save their pockets, make all sorts of re- 
presentations to the’ community to, come to 
their assistance. It will probably be urged 
thaé the experimental line which we are 
asked to approve to-day was on too small a 
seale to prove the real paying powers of 
tramways in Shanghai, and that all that is 
wanted is to get on to Section No. 2, and 
when that extension of failure has been 
proved, we will be told that Section No. 3 is 
the one that will bring success and so on, 
with no doubt plausible representations to 
the Municipality for remission of taxes or 
monetary help at the expense of the rate- 
payers’ pockets, and their streets. I cannot 
think that a tramway system in Shanghai 
* will ever pay. It is idle to talk of it being a 
disgrace to Shanghai to be without tram- 
ways when every small town in Euro 
and America is provided with them. The 
conditions are wholly different; towns in 
Europe and America are not inhabited by 
Chinese, and they do not possess such cheap 
means of locomotion as are here supplied 
by ricshas and wheelbarrows. I most 














certainly believe that you cannot, with a 
Chinese population, who measure expenses 
by the cash, competa with the riesha, and 
the wheelbarrow. The Chinese care noth- 
ing for time, but they care a great deal for 
money, and the wheelbarrow fare of a few 
cash Will be found to be the rock of des- 
truction for tramways. From conversations 
that Ihave had with Mr. Ziegler, he evi- 
dently possesses the enthusiasm common to 
newcomers to China in thinking that he can 
change and reform the habits of the Chinese. 
I venture to think that he can't, and that 
the Chinese will continue to prefer the 
inexpensive slowness of the wheelbarrow 
to the more expensive speediness of the 
tramway. From my connection with one 
of the local mills I know something of 
the cost of conveyance of mill hands to 
and from their work; the men for the 
most part walk—they are not going to 
waste mouey on means of locomotion—but 
the women with their small feet can’t walk, 
so six of them share the expense of a wheel- 
barrow for which they pay $2 per mont! 
that wheelbarrow makes on an average 
trips in the month, so that the cost per 
to cach of the six women is under two thi 
ofacent. Can Mr. Ziegler compete wit 
wheelbarrow takes these 

home doors to the mill 
that. these small-footed 
women are going to trudge the streets to 
catch a tram? OF course the mill hands are 
not everybody, but I suppose that it is that 
class of people that it is hoped to catch, 
especially in connection with the Yangtse- 
poo extension. What I say is that I do not 
lieve they will be caught. Tam assuming, 
in fact Ihave it from Mr. Ziegler, that it 
is to the Chinese that he looks to make his 
tramways pay. I certainly agree that if 
they are to pay at all (which I don’t believe) 
it must be through Chinese patronage. If 
that is the case, what is the object of this 
experimental line starting at St. George's 
Farm? Certainly none of the residents on 
the Back Bubbling Well Road will use 
it; they can have no desire to make their 
daily journeys to and from their offices 
through the purlieus of Sinza, and the 
unattractiveness of Chinese back streets. It 
can therefore be of no use to them,’and in 
fact can only be a nuisance to the extent to 
which it will bring the Chinese from whom 
they have fled into, their neighbourhood. I 
presume therefore that their votes can be 
counted on in opposition to the scheme. 
‘The same objection holds good as regards 
the running of tramways along any other of 
the foreign residential roads; ‘the residents 
don’t want them, for even’to those who 
haven't got carriages the inexpensive riesha 
will always be more convenient, in that it 
takes you from where you wish to start at 
your own time, to where you want to go. To 
conelude, therefore, I believe that tramways 
arg not wanted by foreigners. I do not 
believe they are either wanted, or will be 
ind therefore they won't 
yy, Which brings me back to my first point 
of objection. Moreover, had it been the 
Velief of residents in Shanghai that 
ways were wanted and would pay, I belie 
that the enterprise of the place would have 
been quite sufficient to have started them 
long ago, and I would ask those ratepayers 
here this evening who believe, in the need 
for tramways, and that they will pay, not to 
throw away their votes on this outside 
scheme, but to set themselves to the task of 
wreparing 2 local scheme for the work. 
Mr.G.J. Monrisoy—Ishall notdetainyou 
very long to-night. Ihave interested myself 
in tramways for a good deal more than 
twenty years. I think it is more than 
twenty years since I was connected with a 
¥ which received a concession, and I 

have supported resolutions in favour of 
tramways on a great many occasions since 
then. In all of these cases. I have been to 
some extent interested in the scheme, but in 
this particular one I haye absolutely no 
‘interest, direct or indirect, or at present any 






















































prospect of any counection with the scheme 
at But I am very much impressed with 


the view that we want tramways in Shang- 
hai very badly. Tramways have been 
introduced in other places all over the world 
in a great variety of circumstances, and in 
almost all cases in which they have been 
constructed and well-laid out they have been 
successful. I could not hear very well every- 
thing that Mr. Dudgeon said, but among 
other things he said that if atramway is to be 
constructed let local people construct it, 
Jet them have the advantage. There is no 
more advantage in laying down a tranway 
today than Festerday, or five years ag0. 
People here have had plenty of time to 
think about schemes for tramways; there 
have been many public meetings on 
the subject; and it is absolutely clear 
that the people of Shanghai are not 
going to construct a tramway of their 
own. Their reasons are that it will not 
pay; they are quite entitled to that 
opinion. But it is not fair for them, after 
having held back for twenty ‘years, 
to come forward and obstruct someone 
and say, “If we are going to have 
a tramway let us build it ourselves.” | This 
proposal is simply a proposal to. make an 
experimental line. I have read the resolu- 
tion three or four times and that is all we 
bind ourselves to do, to give the mover of 
this resolution permission to construct 1 
experimental line which we can take ov 
at the end of twelve months. There have 
been grave doubts as to whether foreigners 
would travel by a tramway, and ax to 
whether tramways can be carried on at 
such a price that the Chinese can travel by 
them. Butwe risk nothing in the experiment. 
T would of course like to see added to this 
resolution two or three words, but I 
suppose they are understood. ‘That is 
that the rights should be granted subject. to 
such reasonable regulations as the Municipal 
Council see fit to impose. Of course, it is 
not fair that roads should be kept up two or 
three weeks at a time, or that it should be 
allowed to interfere with the present traffic. 
good road could be put down in a com- 
paratively short time, and not interfere with 
the traffic. Isuppose that Mr. Ziegler intends 
to work according to the Municipal Council 
regulations, and subject to that I think he 
is entitled toa vote in his favour, There 
is only one other point to which I should 
like to refer. The resolution goes on to say 
that if the experimental line proves to 
be successful, and the inhabitants are in 
favour fofit, a concessiofi shall be granted on 
terms to be mutually arranged. That leaves 
the whole matter in the hands of the com- 
munity, but possibly some outline of it 
may. be wanted at the first, and I would 
urge upon the Council this point, that they 
should remember in making these terms 
that what we want is a cheap and effec- 
tive made of locomotion and not. simply 
a certain amount of profit in our own 
‘kets from the running of the tramways. 
tt is quite right that the company should 
be responsible for keeping the roads in 
order and s0 on, and that they should pay 
taxes as much as everybody elxe, and 
they must. pay _ some contribution 
to the Municipal’ funds, but that con- 
tribution should not be so much as to 
be a hardship to them, or to interfere with 
their work. We have seen what has 
happened in England during the last 
ten or fifteen years. When tramw: 
first horse tramways, and then electrical 
and cable tram were suggested, 
local bodies all “We mist get 
control of these things, and we must make 
them. If any outsiders are allowed to 
make them we must be allowed 
to take over the concessions on reason- 
able terms.” They tried to make harder 
and harder terms, and they persuaded 
the British: Legislature to pass laws whieh 
enabled local authorities to do pretty much 
as they liked in matters of that sort, 
presumably with the intention of enabling 
the local authorities to poscess the tramways 
and to have the profits from them themselv. 
‘The result was not that the local authori 
obtained cheap tramways, or that they got 
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any profit out of it, but they got no 
tramways at all,” The result has

Tt is one which he brought up some years 
As to that it should be said at once 
that if there is any ground for supposins 
that the introduction of tramways will 
seriously affect the revenues of the 
Municipality, then I say that we are entitled 
to expect from any ‘Tramway Company 
not only remuneration for the disturbance 
of our roads, but that they should make up 
to us the revenue which we lose by the 
decreasing of our receipts from ricshas and 
the like: Our estimate for this year was 
‘Tis. 86,000 as revenue derived from wheel- 
barrows and rieshas, If anything is to re- 
duce that it should be made oR and the 
tramyvay people ought to do it. Mr. Ziegler 
has laid stress on the point that this is au 
experiment, nothing more, and no doubt he 
was sincere. But surely it is very evident 
that if any body of gentlemen come 
forward and invest £25,000 it very 
clearly means that at the end of the time 
stipulated we must give the concession to 
those people. We may not be legally bound, 
but it is only a matter of common ‘honesty. 
That being so, I think it is my duty to state 
to the ratepayers that the view of theCouncil 
is this: that if we pass this resolution now it 
is very desirable before such permission is 
given that we should know something more 
about what Mr. Ziegler proposes. I was 
hoping that he would have supplied 
us with full details this evenir but 
he has not done so. I hoped that he 
would give us some calculation of how he 
proposes to work his trams, and such other 
points. If this experiment is made and 
proves an absolute failure the question of 
tramways in Shanghai will be shelved for a 
few more years. I believe, however, that 
the experiment, ifmade, will be sutliciently 
snecessful to encourage further efforts. We 
must then consider the position we will be 
in if we pass this resolution. Mr. Ziegler 
has, as I said, told us very little as to what 
his demands will be then, and we are left in 
the belief that he will then be willing 
to negotiate. But in justice to Mr. 
Ziegler, as well as to ourselves, we should 
demand further details as to his con- 
templated permanent scheme before we 
commit ourselves even to the experiment. 
We must know what terms Mr. Ziegler 
proposes to offer the ratepayers in return 
for the very valuable franchise they would 
be giving him. In the past such informa- 
tion has been given, and from the point of 
view of the members of the Council we 
think it ought to be given in this case, 
You will remember that a highly advan- 
tageous scheme was put before you ty 
years ago and rejected. This scheme in- 
cluded a complete acceptance of the Coun 
safeguarding conditions (which pamphlet 
Mr. Ziegler has never said he has read 
or that he accepts its conditions) ; 4 yearly 
payment of $50,000 with an annual increase 
of $1,000 up to $100,000; a certain per- 
centaze on all. gross’ receipts exceeding 
$20,000; an_ offer of repurchase after 15 
years; and the complete plant to become the 
property of the ratepayers after 50. years 
free of charge. As a matter of further 
comparison T may. state that I have just 
Deen 1 the draft Bill whieh is before 
the Hongkong Legislative Council for the 
introduction of tramways there. It appears 
that the rules which Hongkong proposes 
to make are equally stringent to thove 
proposed by the Shanghai~ Municipality 
a few years ago. There I find that the 
company is to pay over five per cent 
on the profits for 35 years and there- 






































































after twenty-five per cent, and the Govern- 
ment may repurchase after 50 years. The 
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fares are estimated at a maximum of 15 
cents, working down to 5 cents. Now, 
as far as I could gather from the little 
Mr. Ziegler said on the subject, his 
proposal came to this:—The perpetual up- 
Keep of bridges and roads; a tax on 
tickets; a limit to the time of concession; 
and a’ division of profits between the 
company and the community after these 
profits amounted to ten or twelve per cent. 
‘hese were the only details Mr. Zeigler 

gave. While I am on the subject of the 
‘Municipal conditions under which the tram- 
ion would be granted, perhaps it 








that the very fullest protection must’ be 
ensured to the telegraphs, waterworks, 
telephones, Sicawei Observatory, and all 
such other existing and necessary institu- 
tions. I find that very stringent regulations 
for the covering of this are being pre- 
pared in the Hongkong Ordinance for 
the local company there. I mention this 
because I have had several letters from 
people who are interested in these companies 
during the past few days. ‘The views, that 
the Council generally’ hold on the matter 
of tramways are that if we have to 
have them we should follow the 
example of Hongkong and start our own 
company, where the profits could be divided 
between ‘ourselves. We certainly consider 
that before agreeing to this resolution— 
which, as I have stated, appears to us to 
practically pledge us to give this franchise 
over to a body of unknown shareholders who 
probably will be at home, and will not have 
the same interest in our side of the question 
ts local capital—before agreeing to this re- 
solution further details should be given. I 
was hoping Mr. Ziegler would do-so. “He 
has not done so. ‘That being so, the mem- 
bers of the Council are of opinion that it 
would be more desirable to-day to content 
ourselves with a general expression of 
opinion on the subject of tramways, and if 
this is given in the affirmative then let the 
proposer of this resolution and any other 
who likes to compete, come forward at our 
next annul meeting and have the question 
as to the respective merits of their schemes 
thrashed out. Tt appears to us that we are 
most likely after turther consideration to 
‘Approach this subject better prepared, as we 
may then have more data to work upon, on 
which to base our decision. We believe 
that no good ean result from a hasty decision 
on so important a matter, and that after 
waiting for tramways so long, little ean be 
Jost by'a further delay of six months. 

Mr. A. B. Rex—It appears to me that 
the wording of this resolution is a little un- 
fortunate. ‘The second paragraph, being 
tacked on to the first, I think, would lead 
anybody reading jlspassionately to suppose 
that it binds us, if the experimental line is 
a success finaifcially, to grant a concession 
for the construction’ of that line. I at 
any rate felt that, the Mu 
that might be in office at the 
almost bound to make a concession to Mr. 
Ziegler. Now it has been explained here 
this afternoon that that is not the intention 
and so I think it very unfortunate 
that the resolution has been worded ax it 
is, I think it would have been a fiir 
thing to have come before the ratepayers 
and proposed that it should have been done, 
but not fair to the ratepayers to say 
that it is not the intention to make such a 
concession, and to have the resolution so 
worded that any ratepayer reading it will 
suppose that it binds the Council to make 
the concession. I will propose a small 
amendment which I think will meet the 
case. Iwould suggest that after the words 
“concession be granted” we insert the words 
“by the ratepayers.” That would mean that 
before a permanent concession was granted 
the ratepayers would have another sty in 
the matter.

Mr. H. Zrecier—Since the paper has had 
various explanations of what has been 
intended, I though we could save the 
time of explaining it over again. I 
will say that we are going to put 
down, if the necessary permission is given, 
a. good, solid permanent way, and we shall 
then see what system is the most suitable 
for Shanghai. Locomotion by electri 
60 to 65 per cent dearer than some of the 
other systems of locomotion. We shall be 
able to illustrate to the community of 
Shanghai what has been introduced into 
other modern cities, and we shall then be 
able to say what cars are out of the question, 
ax with some the curves are taken so 
rapidly that a number of Chinese are sure to 
be run over. The overhead trolley system 
could certainly be used in the country roads, 
but it is not certain that the wires in the 
narfow streets would not be found cut every 
morning. We must illustrate the intro- 
duction of tramways to the Chinese more 
gradually. As we depend upon the Chinese 
to make the tramways 2 paying concern 
I think we should also study’ the Chinese. 
If the tramways caused Europeans to move 
into the outskirts of the settlement then 
we might introduce electric cars because 
we should have a European patronage to 
support the tramway. ‘The resolution, I 
might say, is simply to form this experi- 
mental tramway 

r. J. S, FEARON—Do we understand that 
the gentleman who receives this concession 
also ‘chooses the motive power. If so, we 
might be put ina hole, Do we grant’ the 
concession and allow him to select the 
motive power.

bath is becoming _ necessity for Shanghai. 
It is said the river is good enough for us 
I say decidedly, “No.” ‘The river in 
Shanghai is not dangerous at all for a good 
swimmer, but certainly is dangerous for a 
weak swimmer, and is no place for 2 non- 








swimmer. The shallow places in the river | * 


where a youngster can bathe are frequently 
shelving” their depth quite suddenly. 
A non-swimmer losing his feet 
could not regain it because of the 
tcurrent, This is proved by the futal ‘ac- 
cidents which have occurred lately, I think 
, everybody of you is of my opinion that 
| youngster ought to learn to swim. Besides 
'T hope there are many here, who, without 
| being particularly good swimmers, would 
(enjoy a swim during the hot weather for 
the recreation, Just ax the Municipal 
Council provide us with « public Recreation 
Ground I think just as much needed isa 
public swimming’ bath, Not only does the 
Youngster want it as part of his outfit for 
his life, but it looks queer enough in 
a sporting community like Shanghai that 
there should be neglected one sport, and 
such a sport. I am told that the bath will 
be a self supporting one, and I believe 
| there is not the slightest doubt about it. If 
| we erect a bath belonging to the Municipal 
Council it would he about 220 feet long, 
40 feet broad, 3 feet deep on one side 
helving to 10 feet depth. This would cost 
bout Tis. 20,000—a big sum. I'do not know 
| whether you would like to have Waterworks 
| water or Huangpu water, If we use Water- 
works water it would be Tls.

altogether Tis, 700 would be the expenses 
er month, Now I propose that it ought to 
Pe made ‘2 change ‘fora single bath, 25 
cents for an adult and 15 cents for a boy. I 
hope there would be at least 500 subscribers, 
If we calculate that we take a subscri 
tion of $2 from boys and $3 from adults 
this would be about Tis. 1,100 a month. That, 
would be a a profit of about Tis, 400 a 
month, This would give a profit of about 
Tis. 2,000 a year, sufficient to pay about 6 
per cent interest. I left quite out of 
calculation that my estimate includes heat- 
ing apparatus, store rooms and drying 
rooms. the bath could be used in aie 
Another income could be derived from 
lessons in swimming, renting the refresh- 
ments, and such things. I think that every 
day from 10 in the morning until 3 in the 
afternoon should befor ladies. Some people 
think this bath is too dear. Youcan make 
it cheaper if you use Huangpu water or 
Soochow Creek’ water.- I propose that the 
bath be erected on the Soochow Creek at 
the point where the drill matshed was, so 
we could take filtered water from the 
Soochow Creek, and save about Tis. 400, 
which otherwise would enrich the Water- 
works Company. Some of you say, 
it is too dear.”

Summer aud winter residents 
alike find the temperature mild, rarely 
above 80 or below 15 degrees F., the mean 
heing 78° and 22° ubove, respectively.

‘The government is peculiar, and well 
portrays the charicters of the landrenters, 
No municipal authority has ever prevailed, 
and yet for more than four years such 
has been the majority acquiescence 
in the rules- and regulations of the

sanitation, public improvezsents, collection 
of taxes, the transportation system, and 
the closing of public offices on Sunday 
have gone on with as little friction, per- 
haps, as in places where the stern arm of 
the military’ can be invoked. Out of up- 
wards of 130 lotholders assessed a' different 
times, but five are confirmed delinquents, 
and not a single householder in four 
years has failed to pay the tax assessed 
against him. 





FINANCES. 


Under this head, we have to report that 
a debt of $281.59 lias been paid the ontgo- 
ing Mamager, Mr. Begg; $159.85 has been 
expended for repair of roads, for which 
last year’s budget made no estimate, $150 
has been refunded to Mr. Green, who was 
unable to occupy rooms in the Estate House 
as per agreement ; and the year closes w 
a balance of $27.90 in the treasury. This 
augurs well for the future maintenance and 
improvement of the Estate. Our resources 
are yielding below rather than above what 
they could. 


ROAD IMPROVEMENT. 


‘The greatest need for the immediate 
future is the construction of permanent 
road bridges. The late torrential rainfall 
makes plainly evident that bridges should 
be built of sufficient height and width of 
span that the water thus suddenly pre- 
cipitated will not overflow and damage the 
roads. ‘The Council has appropriated $250 
to start work at once on these bridges. 














SANITATION. 

‘The usual sanitary precautions have been 
taken. The regulations are printed in 
both Chinese ani English. The Council, 
however, must rely upon the hearty co- 
operation of householders in giving them 
effect. 





DISPESSARY, 

We regret to report that the Dispensary 
Scheme is still in abeyance, but are as- 
sured by the Committce that it will be 
fully inaugurated next year. This cou- 
summation was made possible by a 
aoe subscription of ‘3200, from “a 

uling resident.” It came too late, how- 
ever, to purchase drugs in England for 
this summer's use. Shanghai prices would 
necessitate exorbitant charges for drugs 
at Kuling, or such a sinking of capital as 
t» require a further subscription to re- 
furnish the dispensary for next year. By 
holding the money aud purchasing direct 
from England, the Committee hope to 

lace the dispensary upon a self-supporting 
is from the start. 

Dr. Clendening of Kiukiang offered to 
sell his chest of medicine for 22 pounds, 
but the Committee did not feel justified to 
thus cripple the fund in hand, 

Private arrangements have been made 
with doctors to bring up drugs for 
emergencias. 














MANAGER, 

Great difficulty has been experienced in 
getting a competent Manager for the 
Estate. Mr. T. D. Begy’s resignation took 
effect January 3ist last, and since then the 
services of Mr. Ridley have been obtained 
for five weeks, and of Mr. Jones to the 

resent time, with the understanding that 

will continue until the end of September 
next. 

‘That the interests of the Estate have 
been so well enred for during the past year 
is due mainly to the unselfish devotion and 
untiring efforts of our worthy Treasurer, 
Mr. A. H. Broomhall. We wish here to

‘The actual date of his Majesty 
Kuang Hsit’s birth was the 28th day of 
the 6th moon, which fell this year on the 
12th of August, current ; but in obedience 
to instructions issued by the Police Censors 
of the “Five Cities” the inhabitants of 
the Capital were ordered to commence 
their decorations on the 5th instant 
Keeping them up until the 13th.

LAYING THE BLAME. 

‘We learn from a reliable source at Hsian 
that the Reactionaries are seeking to lay 
the blame of the present unsatisfactory 
condition of affairs upon the shoulders of 
the three principal Chinese dignitaries of 
the Empire, namely, Li Hung-chang, Liu 
K‘un-yi and Chang Chih-tung. As a hint, 
therefore, of what may be in store for the 
three high offic'als above noted in the 
future, a “Censure” has been sent to each 
of them from the Grand Council at Hsian. 
The ono to Li Hung-chang accuses him of 
haughtiness and impatience of control, 
in consequence of which he scarcely ever 
consulted with his colleagues, resulting in 
the losing of many opportunities which, 
if seized upon at the proper moment and 
under proper advice and deliberation, 
would have been of great advantage to the 
Empire. Then Li Hung-chang is asked, 
“When will the Russians’ withdraw 
entirely from Manchuria ; and when are 
they going to return those three provinces 
(Rengtion, Lower Manchuria; Kirin, 

‘ental Manchuria; and Heilungchiang, 
the Amur or Northern Manchuria) to 
China?” Finally as International Com- 
merce is of vital importance to China Li 
Hung-chang must consult at once with 
his colleagues and settle everything relat- 
ing thereto on a thoroughly reliable basis. 
“He is forbidden to continue the apathy 
for which he has been generally accused.” 

With reference to the ‘Censures ”” 
on Viceroys Liu K‘un-yi and Chang Chih- 
tung they are blamed “for thinking every- 
thing is so easy of accomplishment ; for 
showing such optimism in their memorials 
to the Throne; and for so often denouncing 
others for failures which they (the, accused 
‘Viceroys) pretend to make light of.” 

AN ALLEGED SECRET CONVENTION. 

A Heian dispatch reports that the 
Empress Dowager is feeling much alarm 
at the receipt of a recent telegram from 
Yang Ju, Chinese Minister at St. Peters- 
burg, stating that Great Britain and Russia 
have’ recently entered into a secret 
convention by which the former Power 
binds itself not to interfere in anything 
that may hereafter happen north of the 
Great Wall, while Russin does the same 
in, regard to any action south of the Great 
Wall.

‘THE REAL DATE! 

‘The “Universal Gazette” published on 
the 14th inst, an emphatic denial from 
Hsian of the report first mentioned in 
these columns, that there had been another 
“change of date decided on for the depar- 
ture of the Court from Hsian, the probable 
day being the 14th of October next,” that 
paper's Hsian correspondent declaring that 
the original date, the Ist of September 
next, was .‘‘fixed and irrevocable.” Fol- 
lowing upon the above we sre now informed 
that there has, after all, been such a 
change, announced by recent Imperial 
Faict notifying all officials concerned that 
“owing tu the intense heat of the weather 
and the miry condition of the roads Her 
Majesty tho Empress Dowager had been 
advised by her Grand Councillors to 6x the 
Gth of October next as the date for, the 
departure of the Court for Kniféng-fu.” 

SIGNING THE ROUGH DRAFT. 

It was officially reported on Saturday 
from ‘Peking to the local mandarins ther 
arough draft of the Protocol was agreed 
upon by the Ministers of the various 
Foreign Powers at Peking on the 15th 
instar t, but that the Chinese Pienipoten- 
tiaries "had not yet affixed their names, 
having to wait for the telegraphed approva 
of the Empress Dowager empowering 
them to do so.

In the death of this distinguished pro-! 
fessor, a few years since the President of |

Second, those members of the 
Customs’ service’ who came through the 
siege received a round-robin from their 
comrades, the terms of which were 
similar. 
Last night, too, at the Shanghai Club 
a few—a very few—gentlemen sat down, 
to a special dinner. ‘The party consisted 
of those who either’ had been ‘relieved or 
were among the relievers a year ago. This 
little gathering sent a telegram to Dr. 
Morrison, “The Times” correspondent, by 
whom it was to be shown to comrades in 
Peking.

THE EVOLUTION OF A BOXER. 
BY THE REV. JOHN Ross, 

‘The abnormal state of sociery out of 
which could be spawned the curious pro- 
digy ot last year must Le of deep interest 
to the student of the strange world of 
Chins, As that movement had in Man- 
churia a very special bearing upon the 
condition, interests, and prospects of the 
Church, T have made it the subject of 
careful ‘study. Some features connected 
with it T consider sufficiently important to 
he p'aced on permanent record to help to 

up» complete measure of the picture 
quity. To what extext the Boxer 
justitied by the action of foreign- 
been elsewhere demonstrated, 
Tshall therefore coutive myself to noting 
the character of the movement and the 
manner in which it worked itself ont in 
Manchuria. Tlnve nowhere seen in Kng- 
lish a-deseription of the evolution and 
development of a Boxer. As it is specially 
interesting to the mar who: desires to 
know the vagaries of human ngture I shall 
describe the process. 

No man intellectually the inferior could 
initiate his superior. I have not heard 
of a junior initiating his senior. A man 
could initiate others who way himself 
incapable of initiation, ‘The initiation was 
largely by teachers of scholars, of ap- 
prentices by masters, of juniors by seniors, 
By far the larger ‘nuinber of ‘initiated 
were b-ys and girls, In most cases their 
fathers und mothers protested against 
their practising, but in vain, as the young 
folks were under a fit of apj arent madness 

The fienzy was univers ievery oven: 
ing and night magical work went on in city 
aud couniry, except in those few places 
where parents and healmen set. their faces 
sternly against it, On one oceasion a party 
of these youths went to burn the house of a 
Christian, ‘The fathers of the youths 
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heard of it and riding on their ponies! 
galloped up to the place and their whips 
drove the young magicians home! Only 
one such case have I heard of. 

Of two men meeting casually on the 
street one would say to the other: “Let 
me give you the exaltation"( ff) If} 
the party addressed were agreeable, he was ; 
made to stand facing ‘the S.E.,the direc 
tion in which Kuan Yin is worshipped. 
Kuan Yin is the special deity of the 
ubiquitous Tsaili Secret Sect, of which | 
more anon. ‘The feet of the novice are set 
each on a sign of the cross. The tips of the 
forefingers and thumbs are brought to- 
gether to forma circle. The other fingers 
are folded backwards on each other towards 
the forefinger. ‘Through this circle or 
through a glass the youth is to look, 
acircle against each eye. But the eyes 
were closed, His hands are thus held 
and his eyes kept closed during the whole 
process, ‘The performer goes to the side 
of the youth and speaks clos to his exx, 
“Ta tien tien men kai. Strike heaven, 
hevven's door opens ; strike earth, earth’s 
door comes. If you wish to attain spirit 
fist ability, only invite the teacher to 
come.” 

In Chinese these four lines of five 
syllables each rhyme pleasantly. After 
the words are said the “teacher” breathes 
gently into the ear, He goes to the other 
side and reperts the ceremony. From 
side to side he goes till at length the spell 
is upon the youth, He falls backwards 
in a trance and lies on the ground. : 

‘While thus lying, eyes still clos -d, he is 
asked what his name is? This question is 
ty ascertain which of the numerous shen 
or inferior deicies of Chins has made the 
youth its medium, He replies giving a 
hame—it may be of the god of war, it may 
be of the spirit of the fox or stout: ‘The 
youth is thenceforth known as the medium 
or incarnation of that spirit. He then 
stands erget, and yella in, an unearthly 
voice, terrifying to the onlooker, * sha sha;

‘This is addressing the’ spirit 
possessing the youth. ‘Then for the first 
time the youth opens his eyes and is h 
self again, He is asked what his experi- 
ences were and answers: “I do not know.” 
He is now in his ordinary mind and con- 
tinues so till the coremony is repeated. 
‘he process is continued till he is able to 

through it all with hie eyes open, ‘Then 
ho is folly developed into a real Boxer. 

‘At first a cloth girdle is put into his 
hands, which he swings about in the mot 
extraordinary fashion. ‘Then « millet stalk 
follows, which he uses as a sword; and 
when his eyes are opened and he has 
attained to the Boxer state, he receives a 
huge and sharp sword with which he 
performs the most wonderful antics, not 
without danger to himself and to others. 
Once such » sword came down upon the 
performer's nose and cut it open. ‘This is 
the sword with which he is to drive the 
foreigners into the sen, as his sacred fire is 
to onsume evorything belonging to the 
hated foreigner, 

Some youths rendily succumbed to the 
magical influence of the above words, 
others required a great deal more repeti- 
tion, and yet others succumbed not at all. 

‘From ail which, it can be at once inferred 
that the magic which makes Boxers is an

FROM SHANGHAI TO TAIAN- 
FU, SHANTUNG. 


(eaost OUR OWS CORRESPONDENT.) 

——— 
A TRIP BY NATIVE BOAT 
from Shanghai to Chiningchou, Shantung 
Province, in June and July is not just the 
thing that one would choose for a special 
outing; but in the case of some refugees 
xious to get back to their place of re- 
lence at Taianfu it proved not an 
unpleasant experience. The ordinary way 
of going is to take advantage of the river 
steamers to Chinkiang, but the great con- 
fusion and discomfort of getting luggage 
off there in the middle of the night, and 
the additional inconvenience of having no 
place to store it while hiring a canal boat, 
rather offset the advantage to be gained 
in that way. 


PROM SHANGHAL TO T'SINGKIANGP'U 
we travelled without an escort, but at the 
latter plaice found a telegram waiting to 
be delivered to the ‘Tsaotai asking the 
courtesy of a police boat to escort us to 
Chiningchow, where our boat travel would 
end. ‘This’ telegram was sent by the 
ian prefect, who has shown himself most 
amiable and solicitous in all his relations 
with the returning foreigners. From 
T’singkiang, we found the journey very 
tedious on account of the lowness of water, 
but the weather being unusually cool we 
suffered no inconvenience. On the fourth 
day, we found ourselves stuck on the sand 
opposite Hsuch‘ieuhsien, but managed by 
avout shalf-aday’s hard work to scrape 
across, and found water for another half- 
day’s journey, when we again came to a 
standstill with a stretch of sand covered 
with only a few inches of water. We sat 
down by the bank with

for our only chance was the rain, and the 
skies Were most uncompromisingly clear. 
however late in the evemmg we noted 
vivid lightning in the North-west, and by 
seven velock the next morning we were 

ely Wavehing a Small stoue at tae 
cers edge on which tuere seemed 
positive inuication that the water was 
hismg. ‘then cane-stalks with carefully 
adjusted marks were put uown in the edge 
of the water, aud ina short while we were 
certain that we were not mistaken. Our 
hopes rose a great deal more rapidly than 
the water, tor it was late in the afternoon 
before we could move, and even then had 
uo small difficulty in rubbing over. ‘tins 
rise served us for two day’s journey, which 
brought us Just as we begau to scrape the 
bottom again, to where we could have the 
help of tue locks.

The instructions of our 
officer included extraordinary courtesies at 
these, but for which we would have been 
indenmitely delayed. 


‘THE UPPER REACHES OF THE CANAL

miserable annual makeshifts which enable 
the tribute rice boats to reach Peking have 
‘been omitted now for two years, and the 
unusually light rainfall makes travel that 
way almost impossible. It will be a great 
pity if the canal is allowed to continue to 
go to ruin. It passes through rich and 
densely populated regions, and taps a large 
coal field, of which it might become a great 
distributor. 


AT CHININGCHOD 
the boat was exchanged for bicycle and 
wheelbarrow, and with four men to propel 
the latter we made good speed, so that by 
noon of the second day the vast bulk of 
Taisan began to loom up in the North 
and to fill our hearts with anticipations 
of the cool breezes which we knew were 
to be enjoyed there. The third evening 
found the journey of thirty-two days at 
anend. The officials promptly recognised 
our presence, and one of them sent an 
elegant repast to cheer us after our hard 
journey. The hill has not disappointed 
us in “the matter of the promised breeze. 
What the promises of the people are for a 
peaceful sojourn here is another story, and 
cannot very well be told now with any 
great degreee of certainty.

Iu Keb- 
ruary, 1885, ho was sent to London on a 
special mission, as geographical expert to 
assist the Ambassador in the negotiations 
which accompanied the dispateh of the Af 
ghan Boundary Commission. He way the 
life and soul of these negotiations, and ne 
was afterwards employed as a Commission- 
er to settle the houndary both at Zulfikar 
and at St. Petersburg. ‘Lhe Protocol, which 
was eventually signed in July, 1887, and 
which is epoch-making in the history of 
Anglo-Russian relations in Central Asia, 
was cheifly his handiwork. M. Lessar was 
decorated and made a Councillor of State, 
and was furthermore appointed Rus- 
sian Political Agent at Bokhara, where 
the laboured for years at the conso- 
lidation of Russian influence in Central 
Asia. In May, 1896, he was appointed to 
succeed M.Boutenietf as Councillor of the 
Russian Legation in London. Owing to M. 
de Stual’s increasing years he has taken 
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a prominent part in the negotiations with 
the British Government, especially in re- 
gard to Turkey and China. He was Chargé 
@ Affaires when the Newchwang Railway 
‘incident arose, and it was owing to his 
alertness that the dangerous episode was 
arranged in a friendly way, and was made 
the starting-point for the Anglo-Russien 
Agreement, in which the principle of 
xpheres of economic interest in China was 
first adopted. M. Lessar has made a very 
close study of the Chinese question, and 
there can be no doubt but that he 
will take a very prominent part in the 
work that. has yet to be performed for the 
restoration of normal state of things in 
the Far East. He knows the Asiatic, and 
he knows the Engliskman, and he is in the 
habit of getting what he wants. From the 
Russian point of view his appointment is 
an ideal one.—\ Hongkong Daily Press.”

He thought that a remand for a week 
would give ample time for the complainant 
to recover his strength. 

Mr. Browett asked that the case be 
djourned for a fortnight. His client was 
ry anxious to go for a few days to Japan 
in order to take his wife who, he under- 
stood, was very ill. 

His Worship asked if it would not be 
possible for the defendant to go to Japan 
after the preliminary hearing was over.

Chen Hsiang-kun, the complainant, in 
auswer to Mr, Jones, stated that on the 
day he received his injury he was working 
with his father on the north bank at Jess- 
field, He was usivg a hoe. It was about 
three o'clock. He was xt the south end 
of the bank and his futher at the north. 
He was in a stooping position at his em- 
ployment, and heard footsteps approaching, 
Then some foreign words were said which 
he did not understand, and a foreigner hit 
him twice. He did not see the foreigner 
until after he had received the two blows, 
as he hida hat ou. There was no one 
with the foreigner. He received the blows 
on the ear. Afterwards the foreigner 
struck him in the chest with the hoe. He 
sank down into a sitting posture, vomiting 
dlood and feeling much pain. ‘The foreigner 
walked away. Witness was then carried by 
his father and some other men to his home. 
He had never met the foreigner before. 

Cross-examined--He knew that the land 
he was working on belonged to the 
foreigner who struck him, and so did his 
father. He did not know the foreigner, 
as he had never met him betore. When 
he had been struck his father ran to him 
and told him that the foreigner who hit 
him was the owner of the land. It was 
after he had been strack by the hoe that 
his father told him thi He did not know 
that the foreigner did not wish his father 
to goon the land, His father had never 
told him such a thing. When the foreigner 
came up to him he had his back turned. 
‘The foreigner did not pull his queue, but 
struck him with the fist. He did not fall 
down, or scream. The foreigner snatched 
the hoe from him, and struck him. After 
this he screamed and sat down. He was 
standing up when he was struck by the 
hov. He was not knocked down by the 
violence of the blow, and sat down because 
of the pain of the injury, ‘The nearest 
Inbourets to him at the time were as 
distant as the nearest tree in the compound 
from the Court. 

Witness then described the distances 
from him in the field of the various men, 
women, and children who were at work. 
‘There were a lot of men at some distance. 

When he sxt down, after the foreigner 
had struck him with ‘the hoe, his father 
and three men came to his assistance. No 
one came near him before that. When he 
was taken to Unkaza he did not make 
any statement to a foreiner. He was 
quite certain about this. He did not know 
whether anyone else made a statement to a 
foreigner. e 

The foreigner did not strike him first 
with the wooden part of the hoe. He did 
not see the foreigner walk away with the 
hoe, but his father told him about 



































it. He did not hear any Chivese 
shouting at that time. 

This concluded the evidence for the 
prosecution. 

By Mr. Jones—Witness was vomiting 
blood from his mouth, and not from the 
wound, after he had ‘been struck by the 
hoe. 

The charge having been read over to the 
prisoner, 

Mr. Ellis stated that he reserved his 
defence. 

‘His Worship said that prisoner would be 
committed for trial on x date to be Sxed. 
He would be slowed bail in his own re- 
cognisances of $1,000 Mex., and in two 
sureties of $500 Mex. each. 


Shanghai, 20th August. 
R. v, Canrseu, Winutassox, 
Touzet asp’ Lanzar. 

W. H. Campbell, C. Williamson, P. Tou- 
zel and E. Lambert, A.B.’s of the British 
str. Glenlogan, were charged with having, 
contrary to see. 295 of the Merchant Ship- 
ping Act, 1894, unlawfully and wilfully 
disobeyed the lawful commands of James 
McGregor, master of the said steamer, on 
the 16th inst. 

James McGregor, sworn, said: Iam the 
master of the str. Glenlogan. When the 
ship was leaving Moji on the 16th inst., at 
9. pam., the chief officer came on the bridge 
and reported to me that the defendants 
objected to put the hatches on. I asked 
him which of the men it was, and he said 
Campbell, Williamson, Lambert and Tou- 
zl. I ordered Campbell to be brought on 
to the bridge. When he came there, Tasked 
Jhim if it was true that he had refused to 
obey the orders of the chief officer. He 
said that it was true, and that he would 
not obey any order after 6 p.m. He also 
said that he had been at work since 5 a.m. 
and did not see why he should put hatches 
on after G p.m., no law could compel bi 
to do so. I pointed out the serious nature 
of the offence; but he only answered that 
he would not work after 6 p.m. I pressed 

im to answer whether he would obey the 
order or not, and finally he said that he 
would put the hatches on this time, but not 
again, He then returned to his work and, 
along with the other men, put the No. 3 
hatches on. The next morning I logged 
the occurrence and read over the log entries 
to defendants. Williamson, Touzel and 
Lambert admitted that the ‘entries were 
correct, but Campbell objected to one 
clause.” He denied. that he said “no law 
could compel him,” but said that the words 
he had used were, “he did not know how 
the law stood, and until he did he would 
not work after 6 p.m.” objection 
yeas also logged. 

‘The defendant Campbell asked that the 
log should be read. ‘This was done, and 
the entries were found to correspond with 
witness's statement. 

In reply to Campbell, witness said it was 
not unusual for the hatches to be put on 
after the ship had left port. 

Harry James Henderson, sworn, said: 
I am chief officer on tho Glenlogan. At 
9 p.m. on the 16th inst., ou leaving Moji, 
1 told the boatswain to go forward and get 
four men to put the No. 3 hatches on. He 
returned a few minutes later and reported 
that the defendants, to whom the order 
had been given, had refused to obey. I re- 
ported the matter to the captain, and by 
his instructions brought Campbell to t-c 
bridge. The captain asked Campbell if he 
refused to obey orders. For some time 
Campbell gave no direct answer, but kept 
repeating that he would not work after 6 
p.m. On being pressea for a direct answer, 
he said he would do it this time, but would 
not work again after 6 p.m. I then went 



































the hatches on. I was present next day 
when the men were logged. 

John Lee, boatswain, stated: On leaving 
Moji, at 9 p.m., the chief officor came to 
me and asked if No. 3 hatches were on. 
I said they were not, and he then told me 
to go forward and get four men to put them 
on. I told defendants what was wanted, 
but they refused to carry the order out. I 
ywent back and reported this to the chief 
officer. After Campbell had been on the 
bridge, he came forward and helped tho 
others to put the hatches on. 

His Worship said that he would deal le- 
niently with the defendants. They had 
caused some trouble, but they had finally 
carried out the order given to them. The 
captain had also saia that he did not wish 
to press for punishment. He would, how- 
ever, warn them that they had committed 
an offence for which they could be impri- 
soned and he would advise them not to 
make the same mistake again ; the law was 
vers clear on the subject. They must obey

GERMAN CONSULAR COURT. 


Shanghai, 14th August.

‘Tae Owsers of THE Pevets v, THE 

Owners or THE Cuxrenp, 

This cxse was resumed on Wednesday 
morning. Mr. W. A. C. Platt and Mr. 
Ugo Ehrhardt represented the plaintitls 
and Dr, Vorwerk the defendants, 

Dr. Knipping stated that the expert of 
the Court consilered that the indications 
given by Captain Asquith of the situations 
of the Peleus before the collision were 
not satisfactory. It was necessary that 
a properly marked chart should be prep: 
ed af ollierwise the hearing of the evid- 
ence of the witnesses could not be taken 
as sufticient. 

In reply to questions by the Court, 
Captain Asquith said that hig au: 
chorage ab the quarantine station ot 
2nd July was two miles off Woo- 
sung ‘lighthouse. What he had said 
about the distances was, in opinion, 
correct. Some more questions of a 
technical nature were put to, and a 
swered by, witness. 

Dr. Knipping afterwards said that the 
expert did not think it necessary, after 
what had been said by Captain Asquith 
that morning, to posipone the further 
hearing of the case for the chart. 

James Macnab, chief engineer of the 
Peleus, said that the Peleus left her 
anchorage on 2nd July at ten minutes 
past one o'clock, ‘The onder was to yo 
slow ahead. Shout a minute later there 
was an order (o go full speed ahead. At 
that time witness was in the engine room. 
The engines worked in their usual manner. 
‘There was just enough fire and steam 
necessary to work the engines up to 
Shanghai, a usual proceeding when ap- 
Proaching ports. A miuate later he went 
on deck and stood near the port side 
of the engine room door of the ship, and 
saw the Crefeld, which hereckoued would 
be about two hundred to three hundred 
yards away. He went into the engine 
room again, and soon afterwards an 
order came to go half speed ahead, 
and then one to go full speed astern. 
‘The engines went backwards within ten to 
twelve seconds, He could not state actual 
times, because by the rules of the Company 
owning the ship it was not necessary that 
entries of them-should be made in any 
book. During the time they made full 

































down to fetch another man to the bridge, 
but the boatswain reported that after see- 
ing Campbell, the men were going to put 


steam ahead they were going about, eight 
knots an hour. These orders were executed 
immediately, without avy delay. The ship 
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never ran at a higher rate of speed than 
twelve knots an hour. 

Cross-examined: There were seven 
stokers on board, and they were all men 
who thoroughly understood their work. 
Whey were even better men than those 
regularly employed for the work, and came 
from Messrs. Butterfield and Swire. 

James Willis Clark, third officer of the 
Peleus, said that after leaving ancher- 
age the Peleus was steered in the direction 
of the channel, She proceeded on her way 
some distance when she was overtaken by 
the Crefeld and the collision occurred. 

By Mr. Platt: The first officer made up 
the deck log, and witness gave him the 
times on this occasion. 

Cross-examined: The captain, the pilot, 
and witness were on the bridge at the time 
of the collision. ‘The first officer was on the 
foc'sle. There were no Chinese there. 

By the Court: When he first saw the 
Crefeld she appeared to be turning round ; 
she was not stationary. When she over- 
took them she appeared to be go- 
ing at twelve knots.an hour. When the 
order came to go full speed astern they 
could not go nearerin to shore. He heard 
the hail from the Crefeld to go full speed 
astern, ‘They had not altered their course 
when this order came, ‘The Crofeld 
tuck the Peleus at an angle of twenty- 
ees on the port side. He could 
say how far the Heathburn was away 
atfirst. When she passed the Crefeld both 
ships were in the channel, At that time 
the Crefeld was porting towards the Peleus, 
‘The long blast from the Peleus's whistle was 
to draw the attention of the Crefeld to the 
position of the ships. ‘Three minutesafter 
the order to go full speed astern had been 








ing the helm. If he bad kept steering 
as at first the Crefeld would have got past 
allright. When the two ships were clear 
the Peleus backed off, and the Crefeld 
swung round to starboard. The Peleus 
went full speed astern. 

Nathaniel Cole; second officer of the 
Peleus, said that’ he first sew the Crefeld | 
after they had passed the Spit Buoy. She 
was steering at an angle te the Peleus, 
but he could not say how many points, 
She kept drawing nearer, and when abeam | 
of the Peleus, one hundred and fifty feet 
away, she ported. It appeared to him 
that she ported when opposite the “Heath- 
burn, but he could not say whether it was 
done to keep out of the way of that vessel. 

Cross-examined : When she ported the 
Crefeld was not ahead of the Peleus, but 
off her bows, He could not say why this 
was done. 

By the Court: From his position it | 
looked as though the Crefeld ported to 
avoid the Heathburn. He could not say 
whether she was compelled to port in 
order to keep clear of that vessel, 

‘The Court adjourned until Thursday. 


Shanghai, 15th August. 

This case was continued on Thursday | 
morning, Mr. W. A. ©. Platt and Mr. 
Uzo Ehrhardt representing the plaintifis, 
and Dr. Vorwerk the defendants. 

George Buchanan, a licensed pilot, 
that it was not compulsory on the exprain 
of any ship to engage a pilot to bring 
the ship into port. On the 2nd July he 
came down to Shanghai from the Peleus 
and engaged eight men to fill the vacancies 
caused by sickness. After one o'clock the 
decks were cleared and the Peleus steered 














given the ships collided. 

‘The Court adjourned until the afternoon. 
On resuming, 

‘Thomas Hudson Collister, the first ofticer 
of the Peleus, stated that when the Peleus 
left her anchorage there were on the 
foc'sle deck six of the crew, besides 
himself. They passed the Spit Buoy two 
hundred feet or more away. After that 
the helm was ported to direct the ship 
towards the channel. At that time he first 
noticed the Crefeld. He could not say 
whether they were then in, or just outside, 
the channel. The Crefeld was steering a 
point or so more to the westward than the 
Peleus. “He could not say much about the 
position of the Crefeld, as he was attending 
to his particular duties. 

Cross-examined: All the men on the 
foc'sle deck were at work, and had no 
time to look at other ships in sight. 

By the Court: He could see that the 
Crefeld kept coming nearer to the port 
side of the Peleus, 

The Peleus would be running *bout 
ht knots an hour. Between leaving the 
Spit Buoy and altering the course of the 

Peleus towards the channel, a minute to 

a minute and a half wouldelapse. He was 

still standing on the foc'sle deck when the 

collision vccurred. After the Crofeld got 
into such a position that a collision was 
imminent she could have run past the 

Peleus if she had kept on full speed ahead. 

As soon as the Crefeld hud collided she put 

her helm full to starboard and went full 

speed ahead. At the moment of the col- 
lision he did not think the Peleus made 
any headway ; at any rate it was imper- 
ceptible. He did not hear the order given 
to yo full speed astern, as he was two 
hundred feet away from the bridge, but 

. he should, think the order was catried 
out, judging from the movements of the 
water. When he first saw the Crefeld 
she was from three hnndred and_ fifty 
to five hundred feet four points abaft the 
team. When the Peleus passed the Heath- 
burn the Crefeld was about three hundred 
feet astern. 

Cross-examined: He considered that 
when the Crefeld was so near the Peleus 
before the collision her pilot grew scared 
and brought on the collision by starboard- 
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a southerly course, with the Lismore Light- 
house on the port bow. They continued 
in that direction until they took the 
Woosung Lighthouse and the Spit Buoy in 
line, ‘Then the Peleus rounded on her 
port helm and came slowly round about 
three hundred feet until they yot the Gas 
Buoy a little open, and witness then 
steered in « course with the Gas Buoy on 
their south bow. ‘This course was 
pretty well up to the tine of the collisi 

Ry means of a large chart wituess ex- 
plained the different positions of the ships, 
the depth of the water near the marks, and 
other matters of a technical nature. 

By the Court: For the last eight and a- 
half years he had been a licensed pilot, 
and ever since 1881, when he was in com: 
mand of his own ship, he had been up and 
down the river. 

‘On 2nd July he was sent down to pilot 
the Peleus from about two miles north of 
Woosung Lighthouse. From there they 
went, soon after one o'clock in the after- 
noon, with a southerly course in the diree- 
tion of the Spit Buoy. The Spit Buoy was 
passed at a distance of about 300 fect, 
‘Thon the ship was turned in a direction 
which placed the Gas Buoy on the star- 
board side. In the Yangtze the tide was 
running at about one and a-half knots, and 
at the entrance and on the Bar about three- 
quarters of a knot, Witness saw the Crefeld 
first when she was lying at her xnchorage 
alittle to the eastiard of Lismore light- 
ship. When the Peleus was about 300 feet 
off the Spit Buoy witness saw the Crefeld to 
the east of them, ina line with the Lismore 
Lightship,atadistanceof about three cables. 
She moved then in the direction of the 
channel. Witness only observed the 
Crefeld again when the Peleus was at a 
distance of about one and a-half cables on 
her new course in the river. At that mo- 
ent the Crefeld was at a distance of from 
to 400 feet. She was running at a 
quicker speed than the Peleus. When 
doth ships were abeam of each other, wit- 
ness blew a long blast on his whistle to 
draw attention to the positions of the ships, 
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and called out to the Crefeld fearing a 
collision. The movement of the ship as- 
tern caused her to caut slightly to her 
starboard side. The ships collided at an 





angle of something like 25 degrees, He 
was under the impression that immediately 
before the collision the Crefeld had slowed 
down her speed or even stopped her en- 
gines. In his opinion, if she had_continu- 
ed full speed ahead the collision would 
not have taken place, The Heathburn 
was a Jong way off and did not contribute 
to the collision in any way. After the two 
ships had cleared the Crefeld turned to 
starboard, and the Peleus went backwards 
to the south bank of the river. 

The Court then adjourned until the 
afternoon. 

Upon resuming, James Edwin Inch, an 
apprentice pilot, said that he was on’ the 
bridge of the Peleus on the day of the 
collision, but did not hold any responsibi- 
lity. When the Peleus left the quaran- 
tine station she steered a course about 
south. Upon approaching the Spit Buoy 
the coarse was cltered $0 starboscd, ant 
the Crefeld was from two to threv cables 
distant. As the Peleus was rounding the 
Buoy the Crefeld came up to them, and 
when they had straightened up she was 
about a ship's length away. When the 
Crefeld was abeam with them the Peleus 
pilot blew his whistle and shouted out a 
warning, and the Peleus went astern, At 
the same time the Crefeld seemed to stop. 

By the Court—If the Peleus had not 
gone full speed astern the collision would 
have been far worse in his opinion. At 
the time of the collision the Crefeld, he 
should think, was going about three knots 
an hour, and the Peleus was making little 
or no headway. The water above the 
screw of the ship was quiet, 

By Mr. Platt—The Pe 
ahead of the Crefeld. 

By the Court—From his judgment he 
thought that the Crefeld should have re- 
mained stationary as the Peleus was much 
nearer the Bar when she started for the 
channel. He did not take notice of where 
the Lismore Lightship was situated. He 
knew the Peleus was nearer to the channel 
than the Crefeld. 

Captain Parker, Government surveyor, 
stated that at the request of Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire he had made surveys 
of the Peleus and the Crefeld, From the 
damage done to the Crefeld and its general 
sppeatance le came to the eonclusion that 
there was very little, if any, headway on 
the Peleus when the collision took place. 

By the Court: If there had been any 
headway on the Peleus at the time of the 
n the Crefeld must, in his opinion, 
been cut in two, as the Peleus was a 
ship of eight thousand tons’ displacement. 

‘The surveys were handed to the Court 
by Mr. Platt. 

‘The Court adjourned until Friday. 

Shanghai, 16th August. 

The hearing of this case was resumed 
yesterday morning. Mr. W. A. 0. Platt 
and Mr. Ugo Ehrhardt represented the 
plaintiffs, and Dr. Vorwerk the defendants. 

Lars Sorensen, licensed pilot, said that 
he boarded the Crefeld at two o'clock on 
the morning of the 2nd July and brought 
her up to Wousung. At ten minutes past 
one o'clock in the afternoon they took up 
anchor aud commenced to go slowly 
ahead, and five minutes later put the 
helm hard to port and went full specd 
ahead. ‘The vessel was drawing 19 foot 
of water aft and 16.5 feet forward. 
At the same time they saw the Peleus 
coming up astern and rapidly overtaking 
them.” He heard the Peleus whistle blown 
but could not see her, ashe was just 
behind the compass’ of the Crefeld. 
He gave an order to the third officor 
to stop the engines and then went 
amidships again’ as his attention 
was taken up by the Heathburn, which 
they passed about 100 feet off on their 
port side four cables inside of Lismore 
Lightship. When abreast of the Heath- 
burn witness starboarded the helm of the 
Crefeld a little bit, but did not alter the 
course. They ported towards the Heath- 
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burn when between the Lismore Light- 
ship and the Spit Buoy. ‘The Peleus was 
closing in on them and witness went over 
to the starboard side and saw that 
they were about eighty feet away from 
the other ship, Witness said “steady,” 
and_a few seconds afterwards he saw 
the Peleus take a sheer to port. Witness 
put the helm hard-a-port, and it eased’ 
the force of the collision. ‘The Peleus 
was still to starboard four points. ‘The 
ships remained together for a short 
time, and when they were clear the helin 
of the Crefeld remained hard to port. 
The Crefeld turned inside the Gas Buoy, 
and afterwards proceeded to Shanghai. 

Cross-exatnined : He thought that the 
blast from the Peleus was an indication 
that she wanted to pass. It was against 
the regulations for him to stop the engin 

By the Court: ‘The Crefeld was pro- 
ceeding at the rate of seven knots an hour 
through the water. When he heard the 
whistle of the Peleus he thought she 
wanted to pass the Crefeld, ‘The pilot of 
thePeleus'shouted out to him: “Go ahead,” 
and witness answered : “We are going all 
we can,” 

By Dr. Vorwerk: The Peleus struck 
the Crefeld at an angle of 45 degrees. 

By Mr. Platt: ‘The Peleus was going 
fast’ when she struck the Crefeld. He 
could not say whether she had slowed down, 
or not, as. big ship like that would have 
some way on for atime after the engines 
had been altered. He had been a pilot 
since November, 1899. 

‘The Courtadjourned until the afternoon, 

‘At the afternoon sitting of the Court, 
Mr. Platt admitted that there was plenty 
‘of room between the Gas Buoy and the 
South bank for n vessel of deep draught. 
‘Phere was ax much as a thousand fect, 

‘The remainder of the afternoon” was 
occupied in an examination in German of 
the captain of the Crefeld, who gave his 
version of how the collision occurred. 

‘The Court then adjourned,

Shanghai, 17th August.

‘An inquest was opened on Saturday 
morning at the Pootung Mortuary, con- 
cerning the death of Siduey Frederick 
Richards, ordinary seaman of H. M. S. 
‘Talbot, whose body wns found in the river 
by the’ Water Police. 

After the jurors had viewed the body, the 
inquest was adjourned till 2 p.m. to-day, 
for the appearance of witnesses from HD. 
S. Talbot, which is lying at Woosung. 

Shanghai, 19th August. 

The inquest concerning the death of 
Sidney brederick Richards, ordinary sea- 
man of H. M.S. Talbot, whose body was 
found in the river by the Water Police, 
was resumed yesterday afternoon at the 
British Consulate. 

Edmund Hayward, = member of the 
River Police force, stated that on Friday 
night he received « chit from the Central 
Police Station stating that an ordinary 
seaman of H. M. S. Talbot had fallen 
overboard on Thursday morning at five 
o'clock. He took means to haye the body 








taken to the mortuary and attended to 
the necessary formalities. The body 
of the seaman was picked up opposite 
Woosung Lighthouse, and taken to the 
station of the Harbour Master, from where 
it was conveyed to Shanghai in a sampan. 

Lieutenant Dalrymple, of 4.M.S, Talbot, 
spoke as to the good ‘character of the 
deceased since be joined the service. So 
far as witness knew the deceased was in 
good health. He was popular with his own 
messmates, and no one on board bore him 
auy grudge. It was reported to him on 
‘Thursday morning between ten and eleven 
o'clock that Richards was missing. He 
had been standing on the netting at the 
starboard side of the ship, and during the 
temporary absence of oue of the seaman he 
disappeared. A man in charge of the 
ship's cutter, about twenty yards away, 
said that "he had heard no splash. The 
matter was reported immediately to the 
Commander and a search was made for the 
deceased, but without avail. The water 
was smooth at the time, and it was quite 
calm, with no wind. 

Tn auswer to a juror, witness said that 
Richards, according to the statements of 
his messmates, could not swim. 

Henry Sharpcock, petty officer on board 
H. M.S. Talbot, stated that he left 
Richards standing ‘on the netting at half 

ten o'clock to cross to the other side 
‘of the ship. Soon afterwards he was asked 
if he had seen Richards, and stated when 
he had last seen him. A'search was made 
but the man could not be found. 

By the Coroner: There was nothing to 
save him from falling into the water if he 
was attacked with giddiness, . 

Charles Elward Black, able — sea- 
man on H.MS. Talbot, ‘said that on 
‘Thursday moming he and Richards went to 
black the starboard side of the ship. He 
went for the paint aud was gone about Giveor 
ten miuutes. When he returned Richards 
had disappeared. Witness inde inquiries 
anda seatch round the ship for deceased 
but without success, Hw then reported 
that Richards was missing to an officer. 

By the Coroner:- When he left him 
Richards was standing on the netting. 
‘There was nothing amiss with him that 
morning, and he was just as he always 
was—in good health and apirits. 

A verdict was returned by the jury of 
“ Accidental Death by Drowning,” and 
they added a rider to the effect that there 
was no blame attaching to anyone.

After 
leaving Wahu he called me into his room 
between 5 and 6 p.m. and told me he 
felt bad and had asked the Captain to 
take his watch. I asked him what was 
the matter and he complained about his 
stomach and was very weak. I left him, 
and the Captain told me he was taking his 
watch. Deceased also told me that he 
could eat no food. He only said he was 












in pain. T did not see him again until 
after 4 oelock on Ssturday morning. He 
was then lying in a long chair on deck aud 
smoking his pipe. Upon enquiry he said 
he felt much better, but awfully weak, and 
scareely able to stand on his legs. About 
5.30 nm. we were speaking together on 
the bridge. I noticed his face was very 
yellow. At 6 o'clock I asked him if he 
would take his wateh. He said he would, 
and that it was unnecessary to call the 
Captain. I then went to ‘bed, At ten 
minutes past eight he called me, saying it 
was twenty minutes past twelve and time 
for me to get up to take my watch. I 
turned out, thinking something was wrong 
as it was only about eight o'clock. He did 
nut say anything more. At 9 o'clock I 
went on deck and heard that deceased had 
falen outside the bathroom door. I then 
went down below to see how he was. He 
was lying on his back, with two pillows 
under his head, his mouth was closed and 
he was breathing heavily. His eyes were 
open. [felt his head, which was very hot, 
and obtained some vinegar and a towel to 
cool it. I did not speak to him, He 
seemed unconscious, ‘There was a man on 
watch fanning him. ‘There was a little 
blood on his clothes, but I did not notice 
any on his mouth. T took him i 
water and washed his face, as his eyes 
were full of yellow matter. He did not 
move or speak during the washing. He 
was yasping for breath at long intervals. 
After leaving him for abwut a quarter of an 
hour E returned und found his eyes were 
gradually closing. He did not seem to be 
enthing. He gave, ome long. gasp. just 
before he expired. Captain Newall ‘was 
there at the time. He had ovly known 
Aecexsed since the 29th of last month. 
Deceased told him in Haukow that he was 
1 well and intended to ask for 



































Captain John Pearson Newall, sworn, 
said: Lam master of the steamer Changon. 
The ship arrived at Wuhu on Friday aft 
noon about 4 o'clock. At 5.30 the chief 
officer informed me he was very ill. Tatonce 
took his temperature and found it to be 
101°. I then ordered him to his room and 
yave him 15 grains of quinine, and, about 
ten minutes after, 4 wineylassful of brandy. 
Taaw he was well covered up and toid 
him I would keep his watch. We arrived 
at Chinkiang about 1.3) a.m, on Saturday, 
Thad not seen him in the meanwhile. I 
opened his door there and asked how 
he felt. He replied that he felt_ much 
better. We left Chinkiang at 3.45 a. 
and I informed the second officer at 
o'clock not to call the chief officer as T 
would stand his watch. ‘The second officer 
replied that he did not think it necessary 
as Mr. Gerghk was feeling much better 
and could stand his watch. I did not see 
deceased again until 8.30 a.m. when the 
saloon boy came to my rvom and informed 
me that the chief officer had fallen outside 
of the bathroom. I went down at once. 
He was lying on his back. I said “Mr. 
Gerghk. what is the matter with you.” | He 
replied “Oh, Captain, I am so sick.” I 
then asked him where the pain was, bat 
he never answered and became unconscious 
shortly afterwards. I had him carried 
on te the forward deck, and laid on a 
mattress in a cool place, well sheltered 
from the sun. Abont 9.45 a.m. 
I informed the second officer that he was 
ebbing away fast. The second officer and 
myself were with him until 10.30 a.m. 
when he died. 

In reply to the Court :—The lower part 
of his underclothing was smeared with 
blood. There was no blood whatever near 
the bath-room door, Deceased was about 
to enter when he fell, There was just « 
little blood on his moustache and beard. 
His stomach palpitated very strongly after 
he became unconscious. He had never 
complained to me before. We have 2 
doctor at Hankow and at Shanghai; if 
auythivg had been wrong with him I 
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should have known. Deceased always ap- 
peared to be a fairly sober man. He did 
net drink habitually, to my knowleds

BOARD OF TRADE ENQUIRY. 


Shanghai, 17th August. 

Before H. H. Fox, E-q., 

H.B.M.'s Vice-Consul. 

An enquiry was held at H.B.M.'s Con- 
sulnte-General concerning the death of 
Hugh Cuthbertson, late second engine+r of 
the I.-C. S. Loksang, which occurred on 
board that ship on July 25th, 1901, at the 
bar at the entrance to the River Amur. 

W. G. G. Leask, master of the Loksang, 
sworn, stated: Iwas on the bridge with 
the chief officer and Russixn pilot takin: 
the vessel in over the Bar at 10 40 a.m. on 
the 25th July, The chief-engineer called up 
to me through the speaking tube to go below 
a the second engineer liad shot himself ; I 
did go with the chief officer. We found 
him lying on the floor of the cabin on his 
right side, with a wound in the centre of 
the forehead and a revolver clasped in his 
right hand. He was bleeding profusely from 
the ears, nose and mouth. Hewns apparently 
still alive, but quite paralysed. ‘The chief 
officer and the third: engineer lifted him 
up and placed him on the settee. He was 
alill breathing but quite aneonscivus. 
‘The right-hand top drawer under the bunk 
was partly open and some of the brains 
and, 4 quentity: of bhood were: in the 
drawer. I then went on deck, leaving the 
chief officer and third engineer with him. 
At 11.10 they reported to me that Cuth- 
Dertson was dead. We anchored xbout 
noon inside the outer bar, and the same 
afternoon T reported the death to my 
agents, requesting them to inform the 
Russian authorities. I ordered the body 
to be left as it was, pending the arrival of 
the authorities, ‘They came on bear at 
Nicolaevsk next day, 26th July—police, 
medical men and military officers. The body 
was shown to them, and they locked up the 
room and took the’ keys away. Next day 
1 police official again inspected the body, 
took an inventory of deceased's effects and 
took the devositions of myself and the shi 
officers, He was buried the same day in the 
Russian cemetery. At G p.m. the Russian 
officials did all they could to assist us 
and the coffin was carried to the cemetery 
by Russian soldiers. A great many peo- 
ple attended and many sent wreath 
Inst saw Cuthbertson alive xbout 8.30 on 
the morning of the 25th July when I noticed 
nothing strange xbout him, He had only 
been with me 14 days,and during that 
time I noticed nothing strange about him. 
I know that he bore a good character. He 
had » bank book (Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank) with $352.27 cents standing to his 
credit and loose cash amounting to $19.40. 
‘The hole was a small une in the forehead ; 










































the eyes were blackened and closed ; I saw 
blood on the muzzle of the revolver. The 
revolver was kept by the Russian police. 
The forchead was streaming with blool ; 
the hele was about the size of a lead 
pencil, round and not jagged. There was 
no hole behind, the bullet must have 
lodged in the head. 

J. M, Wright, chief officer, stated: I 
went do? n to Cuthbertson’s cal with the 
on hearing from the chief engineer 
ad shot himself. The third engi- 
neer was already in the room. Cuthbertson 
was lying on the floor on his right side. 
He lay between the bed and settee ; the re- 
volver was in his right hand, I afterwards 
took it from him ; it was properly clasped 
in the hand but not very tightly. The 
wound was just above the line of the nose 
in the lower half of the forehead. He was 
bleeding from the ears, mouth nnd nose. 
‘The wound was three-cornered and ap- 
peared rather clean ; there was blood on the 
revolver and what looked like fine hair or 
down but this might have been dust. 
There was no scorching on the forehead. 
The revolver was a five-chambered Smith 
and Wesson’s hammerless, _ with 
safety catch. I had not previously 
seen the revolver in deceased’s possession, 
but I am told a bill for » revolver was 
among his papers. All five chanbars were 
loaded, ‘There was no hole on the other 
side of the head. ‘The drawer under the 
Dunk was closed when I entered the room, 
but the third engineer opened it and 
showed me the blood on the contents of 
the drawer. The drawer contained papers 
knick-knacks and small persoual effects 
nd money, and woald probably be tte one 
in which he kept his revolver. T am used 
to revolvers. I emptied the chambers of 
this one and found the trigger was very 
light set; the pressure of the hand.on the 
butt relensing the bolt allowed the trizger 
to be very easily pulled. It was one of the 
lightest set triggers I had ever touched—far 
too light for sufety in my opinion. I should 
say the revolver was « new one, the bluein, 
was quite unstained. The day before 
was shooting at marks in the water with a 
Winchester rifle. Cuthbertson was with 
me. I xsked him to have a shot ; he said 
he did_not go in for shooting and had no 
gun. He did not mention a revolver. He 
said that he liked the Northern run and 
also the ship and his room. He seemed 
fond of books and said he would borrow 
some of mine when his own were finished. 
He did not appear to me queer in any 
way ; he was pale but. apparently healthy. 
When we stripped the body afterwards 
we found a truss, which I took off and 
threw over the side. As far as I could 
see, the rupture was a slight one and 
there were no signs of disease on the 
organs, When I first entered the room 
he was still alive, breathing heavily ; his 
eyes were closed and blackened. With 
the help of the captain and third 
engine, I lifted him on to the settee. 
We could do nothing but apply “damp 
towels to the head and keep the mouth 
clear of blood. ‘The breathing slowed down 
until at 11.10 it stopped, and putting » 
hand to his heart I found it hal stopped 
beating. Pieces of brains were mixed 
with the blood which cane from the wound. 

J. R. Crament, chief engineer, sni 
I was on watch in the engine room be- 
tween 9.30 and 10, when the third engineer 
came to me and asked me to come to 
the second engineer's cabin, I went up 
with him, and the third engineer said 
when we got to the room, ‘Look at 
Cuthbertson, look at all the Mood, and 
he has a revolver in his hand.” He 
also sxid he would go for the captain, hut 
Tordered him to stay where he was and I 
telephoned up to the captain on the 
bridge. I did not see the revolver or the 
wound, but I'saw the blood on the floor. 
‘The last time I saw him alive was about 
9 that morning, walking up and down with 
the third engineer. Before that, sbout 4.30, 
























































I spoke to him, giving some orders about 
the boiler. At 9 o'clock I asked him if 
he had read “Monte Christo.” He said 
yes, and mentioned two others he had aléo 
read. He appeared to me perfectly sane. 
I spoke to him on the voyage up about 
his health, as he had been sick in Shanghai 
and looked depressed and ill. He said 
ho was quite well, but felt the cold very 
much, I asked him three times how he 
was. I also spoke to the third engineer 
about him and he said that he was always 
e same at home, quiet and reserved. T 
id not know he had a revolver, He 
appeared to be taking a great interest in 
his work ; he had made lists of stores, 
drawings, ete. He was always willing and 
atte © showed no signs of in- 
sanity whatever and if he had anything on 
his mind T do not think he would have 
taken so much interes’ in the ship. * 

D. McMurray, junior, third engineer, 

Twas in the engine room wi 
5 when I was relieved by the chief 
engineer. I then went up and looked in 
the second engineer's room to tel! him 
everything wasall right. The door was shut 
nd T operied it, T-anw his feet ; he. wax 
lying on the floor. For the moment I 
thought he might have fainted. I stepped 
into the cabin and said, “Hugh, get up,” 
and I was going to lift him when ‘I noticed 
a revolver in his right hand, I jumped 
back and then noticed the blood on the 
floor. He was lying on his right side, his left 
arm under him. ‘The wound was in the 
middle of the forehexd, about j-inch long 
and three-cornered in shape. ‘there were 
no marks on the foreherd except the 
wound and a little Hood, I ran out and 
called down into the engine room for the 
chief engineer. He came up and went. 10 
the room with me, We had breakfast 
together as usual that morning. He was 
in his usual spirits. We were on the best 
of terme, Thad known him at home, I 
lind noticed he was a little lame when we 
were about 3 days out from Shanghai, and 
spoke to him about it. He said he was 
slightly ruptured and had to weara truss. 
He did not appear to take it very seriously. 
I did not know he had a revolver, £ 
had often been in his room and he onve 
opened the drawer and showed me, his 
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tos, As far as I know he had no 
troubles of xny kind, When I went into 
the room that morning the drawer in the 
bunk where he kept his photos was half 
open. When the captain came down 
L looked into the drawer and saw blood 
and br one corner, From the 
position of the body I should say he had 
been standing in front of the drawer. 
When we lifted him on to the settee he 
was still alive but unconscious, He was in- 
dustrious and was always making up his 
books; he was very fond of reading, He 
was studying to pass his chief engineer's 
examination in Hongkong. 

‘At this stage the enquiry was adjourned 
till Monday morning. 

Shanghai, 19th August, 

‘The enquiry concerning the death of 
Hugh Cuthbertson, late second engineer 
of the I.-C. S. Loksang, which occurred on 
board that ship on the 25th of July, 1901, 
at the bar at the entrance to tne River 
Amur, was resumed at H. B. M.’s Consu- 
late yesterday morning. 

J.B. Crament, chief engineer, recalled, 
produced two boxes of cartridges which he 
had taken out of the drawer in deceased's 
cabin, the day after the enquiry held by 
the Russian officials. 

‘On being counted, it was found that the 
unopened box contained 50 cartridges and 
the opened box 40, making a total of 95 in- 
cluding the 5 found in the revolver, 
Abill from Messrs. Carmichael and Co. 
of Hongkong, showed that on the 19th of 











February, 1901, deceased purchased a re- 
volver, and on ‘the 6th of April, 200 car- 
tridges, of which 100 were returned. This 
left a balance of 5 unaccounted for. 
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J.M. Wright, chief officer, recalled, said 
When Lempticd the chambers of the re- 
volver, I handed the one exploded shell 
and the four loaded cartridges to the Rus- 
sian officer, These were not replaced in 
the box, as both boxes, after examination 
of the drawer, were placed with deceased's 
papers in a tin dispatch box, under lock 
and key. I replaced the exploded shell in 
the chamber of the revolver before hand- 
ing it back to the officer. When I said in 
my previous evidence that the bluing of 
the revolver was quite unstained, I meant 
unstained with wear or rust—unstain- 
cd except for the blood stains. All 
the chambers of the revolver were loaded 
and one cartridge had been exploded. I 
last saw Cuthbertson as I was going off to 
look at the ship's draught; he was then 
alone, walking up and down the starboard 
side of the after deck. ‘The time would be, 
as near as Tean say, 9.40 am, because I 
had already heard’ three bells. struck. 

Captain Leask, recalled, said: With re- 
gard to the shape of the wound, I could not 
particularly examine its exact shape, owing 
to the blood which kept welling out and the 
portions of brain protruding. When the 
Russian authorities came on board, the 
doctor carefully examined the wound, but 
so far as I know, no formal inquest’ was 
held. The depositions of myself and the 
ship's officers were carefully taken down, 
but I did not ask for any report. 

D. McMurray, recalled, stated that Cuth- 
bertson was strictly sober and of studious 
habits, He was religiously inclined and 
kept a Bible in his room. He was on the 
best of terms with his people at Hiome and 
often spoke of them to witness. 

Fang/flang-chong, messroom boy, stated: 
At 6.30 am, on the morning of July 
25th, I served Cuthbertson, as usual, 
with’ a cup of coffee. At 7 o'clock I saw 
him go into the engine room, At 8 o'clock 
T got the bath ready for him in the 
neers’ bathroom und went to the 
engine room to tell him, He said “all right,” 
but did not come up. Breakfast was nt 
8.30. I atteuded in the engineers’ 
room. The second engineer was there 
T saw nothing unusual about him, but as T 
hud noticed before, he did not seem to he 
in good health. Cuthbercson always drank 
plain water or soda water, never any wine. 
After breakfast Cuthbertson and McMurray 
walked up and down the decks together. 
Between 9.30 and 10 a.m. we were takin 
Sur met) ou deck close To. the second 
engineot’s ‘The door was not shut, 
Dut a venetian blind was closed across it: 
‘As we were eating, I heard « sound like a 
bottle falling from a rack ; it seemed to 
come from the engineer's mess room (just 
beyond the second engineer's cabin), the 
door of which was open. Assoon as T heard 
the noise I went to look in the mess room, 
and passed the second engineer's cabin on 
the way. As T could see anhing, I came 
back and went on with my tice. Tre- 
marked to the saloon-boy “what could that 
noise have been?” He said it sounded like 
gun. Afcer the meal I went to wash and 
‘on the way back passed the second 
engineer's cabin. I saw the third engineer 
in the cabin, and he called to me to fetch 
some water. [ then saw the second 
engineer lying on the floor of the cabin. 
Phere were about ten of us eating rice 
together ; we were talking ; the officers on 
hoard often fired guns. On the day 
the second engineer joined the ship, 
I put his things in the drawer for him. 
‘Among them was a revolver. I did not 
notice if it was loaded or not. I never 
saw the deceased with the revolver. I 
found, on the second day ater I had ar- 
ranged his things, that the revolver had 
been taken out of the drawer into which 
T putit, and I suppose it was put in one 
which had lock and key: that was the 
next drawer on the right side. 

‘A. A. Mauchan, of Farnham, Boyd & Co., 
deposed: I remember going on & house 
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1900. He hada small revolver with him 
and on one oceasion I remember shooting 
acrossacreek atastone. Wehadashoteach 
with his. I remember that the bolt had 
to be pressed before the trigger could be 
released and that the pull was very light. 
‘This was commented on at the time. As 
far as I know, no more shots were fired, 
as we started fur home the sune evening. 
Thave known Catbertson since 1883 ; he 
was never a volunteer, and I should say 
be knew nothing about fire arms. He 
never possessed a gun. I spent a good 
deal of time with him at home and know 
him very well. He was very quiet and 
retiring and of a studious disposition. He 
was notin robust health, but to my know- 
ledge had no constitutional defects. 

At this stage the proceedings were ad- 
journed until 2 p.m. 

pon resuming, Ching Ah-so, saloon boy 
on the Loksang, stated :—On the morning 
of July 25th, about 10 o'clock, I was sittin; 
on deck eating rice with the other boys an 
the cooks. Iheard the report of a gun, 
which seemed to come from the directi 
of the second engineer's cabin and the mess 
room. It was not very loud. After the 
report, the mess room boy got up and went 
to look in the mess room. ‘The mess roo 
boy said he thought it was a bottle that 
had fallen down, I said I thought it 
was some one shooting a gun, As the 
oflicers sometimes shot birds, we thought 
no more about it At 11 o'clock I was 
told that the second engineer had shot 
himself. 

This closed the evidence. 

‘The following was the finding :-— 

I hereby certify that I have held an 
enquiry into the circumstances attend 
ing the death of Hugh Cuthbertson, 
Ite second engineer on the str. Lok- 
sang. After carefully considering the 
evidence la‘d before me, I am of opinion 
thnt dexth was caused by his accidentally 
shooting himself with a revolver in his 
room on board the said ship, between 
and 10,30 a.m. on the morning of 
Tuly, 1901.

MIXED COURT.

Ar the Mixed Court on Wednesday 
morning (14th instant) before Mr. 
Chang (Magistrate) and Mr. S. F. 


Mayers (British Assessor), a man was 
accused of cruelty to a mule by wor 
ing it attached to a licensed carriage while 
ins most unfit condition.—Sergt. Ross 
stated the man had been charged for a 
similar offence on the 22nd of last June, 
and fined. Sergt. McIntosh, Acting In- 
spector of Traffic pro tem, appeared on 
behalf of the S. S. P. C. A. and said it was 
a very bad case. ‘The animal's shoulders 
were full of open sores- ‘The Court 
inspected the mule, which appeared to 
be in a most pitiable plight. It was 
owned by a dairyman in the Sinza Road. 
Sergt. McIntosh suggested that the 
animal be sent to Dr. Pratt until it had 
recovered, or, if Dr. Pratt thought fit it 
could be destroyed. To this the Court 
agreed, but thought its destruction would 
not be necessary, as it looked a young 
animal and likely’ to tuen out all right if 
properly fed and not worked for some tine. 
Accused was fined $30 and to pay $20 for 
the keep of the animal until well. 

A well-known losfer with a number 
of others not in custody, was ac- 
cused of extorting money’ by means 
of threats. Sergeant Gibson stated that 
the affairs took place near the garbage 
depot on the Gordon Road, and the 
complainants said that six men Ind 
attacked them with knives on their boats, 











per boat before they would be permitted 
to proceed any further. The Sergeant 
thought the man belonged to the same gang 
who had enticed a man into the country 
and detained him there, and who stole the 
Australian horse some time ago. It was @ 
very difiicult task to arrest these men, as 
they moved abvut from village to village. 
In the case the tipo of the district 
caught the man. Accused was sentenced 
to300 blows and one month's cangue. 

A man, supposed to be of unsound 
mind, was brought before the Court 
under no less than fourteen separate 
charges. They consisted of eight extortions, 
four assaults, two of stealing. The man 
had been tried on the 10th ultimo on.a 
charge of creating a disturbance, also with 
being of unsound mind and a danger to 
residents, but the ease was then adjourned 
for further enquiries into the charges made 
by other complainants, ‘The Court at the 
time expressed itself of the opinion that 
they were doubtful of the alleged insanity. 
Inspector Wilson stated that prisoner had 
been acting quite sanely since he had been 
in the celis. The fourteen complainants 
appeared and were heard yesterday morn- 
ing with the result that prisoner was order- 
ed to undergo twelve months’ gaol and 
afterwards to be doported.—On Friday 
morning (16th instant) before Mr. 
Chang (Magistrate) and Mr. S. F. Mayers 
(British Assessor) a man was accused 
of being in possession of tickets for 
water. The tickets were an imitation 
of those used by the Waterworks Oo. for 
the purchase of water at the hydrants.— 
Sergt. Ross stated the man had had the 
tickets printed and sold them for nine cash 
each.—Mr. A. P. Wood, Secretary and 
Enineer-in-Chief of the Waterworks, ap- 
peared and stated that the man had formerly 
been in their employ, but as he had not 
done his work properly he was dismissed. 
‘The man had had some 2,000 tickets print- 
ed, and said he had sold 700 and that there 
were 1,300 more in his house. He paid $1 
for printing each 1,000. ‘The stamp on the 
back of the ticket was slightly different to 
those used by the Waterworks Co.—Sergt. 
Ross in reply to the Court said the printer 
had been arrested by Mr. D. Main and 
nded over to the French Town author- 
ities, but the man would be handed back 
shortly. He suguested that a remand be 
granted until the printer could be brought 
forward. To this the Court agreed and 
remanded the case until Monday next. 

‘A man was charged with stealing the 
Waterworks Co.'s water from a tap.—Mr. 
Wood said it was a case where a bui 
ing was in the course of construction and a 
tap projecte from a neighbouring build- 
ing. The tap had been stopped up with » 
metal plug, but this had been unscrewed 
and a wooden plug driven sin its place in 
such a way that besides using the water 
there was a continual waste. The valne 
of the weter thus used was about $25, and 
this sum the man had already paid. “The 
Court fined accused $5 and ordeced the 
$25 to yo as _compensation.—On 
day morning (19th instant) before Mr. 
Ciang (Magistrate) and Mr. S. PF. 
Mayers (British Assessor), the man 
accused on Friday morning of being in 

ession of tickets nearly similar to those 
used by the Waterworks Company, for the 
purchase of water at hydrants, was again 
before the Court in company with the man 
who printed them.—Sergeant Ross stated 
that the other man arrested was printer 
who had his shop in French Town. He 
printed tickets for_the Waterworks, and 
he had received 2.80 from the other 
prisoner for printing 2,000 tickets, but 
there was a slight difference in the Water- 
works’ chop on the back. The remainder 
of the tickets had been recovered.—Mr.

The chop 
on the back of the tickets wss always put 
on by the Waterworks, the printer being 
confined to printing the face only—The 
printer held that such a thing had occurred 
previously—a man coming to him from 
the Works and paying for tickets order- 
ed. This Mr. Main denied, ssying the 
compradore had told him no one had ever 
been sent to purchase the tickets in that 
manner.—The printer replied that prisoner 
came to his shop and entered into conver- 
sation ; after a while he stated what he had 
come for, namely, that the Waterworks 
Co, were short of tickets and ordered 
2,000 to be printed. This was done ant 
prisoner took the tickets away after paying 
for them. He had been deceived by the 
man.—Mr. Main, in reply to theCourt, said 
prisoner was discharged from their employ 
on the Ist of August. The tickets were 
useless without the Co.’s chop on the bacl 

—The Assessor thought there was insufi- 
cient evidence to pusiish the printer. His 
story was very possitle—that he had been 
deceived by the man. He ought to get the 
Denefit of the doubt, The printer was 
therefore discharged.—Mx. Main pointed 
out that the prisoner who caused the 
tickets to be priuted had not only defranded 
the Waterworks Co., but the people in 
Bongkew who had purchased the tickers, 
some 600 of which had been sold.—The 
Court: sentenced prisoner to receive 300 
blows and twelve months’ imprisonment.
